The burial clothes had already been put 
on at 9 o’cleck last night. The courtyard 


of the yamen is filled with life-size paper 
horses and chairs, with coolie bearers, 
which Earl Li’s friends are sending, in 
accordance, with. Chinese custom, to be 
buried with him in order to carry his soul 
to heaven. 

Li and his two sons and 
daughter were with him when he died. 

Chimese officials throng the Yamen. Tel- 
egrams have been sent summoning Prince 
Ch » who is now on his way to meet the 
Court, and Chou-Fu, Provincial Treasurer, 
from Pao-ting-Foo. The former will as- 
sume general charge of the Government af- 
fairs, and the latter will act as Governor 
of Pe-chi-Li until Li-Hung-Chang’s suc- 
cessor in-that office, who will probably be 
Wuan-Shi-Kai, is appointed. 

The Chinese officials are somewhat-un- 
@asy. concerning the effect Earl Li’s death 
will have on the populace; and, to guard 
against a possible anti-foreign. demonstra- 
tion, the Chinese Generals have disposed 
their troops about the city in such a way 
as to command the situation. Trouble, 
however, ts extremely improbable. 

Dr. Robert Coltman, an American, who is 
one of the physicians who attended Earl 
Li, stated yesterday that when he was 
called-to act with Dr. Veide of the German 
Legation on Nov. 1 he found the patient 
very weak from a severe hemorrhage, due 
to ulceration of the stomach. 

“The hemorrhage was readily con- 
trolled,” said Dr. Coltman, “ but owing to 
the underlying condition of chronic gas- 
tyitis, with--persistent nausek, only the 
mildest Hauid food could be injected. Yes- 
terday Earl Li was cheerful and without 
nein, but at 2 o’clock this morning he be- 
came uncofiscious and was no longer able 
to expectorate.”’ ‘ 

Earl Lijs persistent réfusals to refrain 
from attending to Government business ag- 
@ravated his malady, while the refusal 
of the family to permit certain measures 
customary in Western medical practice for 
relieving: his stomach contributed to hasten 


his end.

PROGRESS IN ABYSSINIA. 


European Tastes Becoming More Gen- 
eral—Emperor Menelek’s Policy 
Toward the Powers.

LONDON, Nov. 7.—Major Ciccodicola, 
an Italian official residing in the capital 
of Abyssinia, who ig now in Rome, has, 
says the Rome correspondent of The 
Times, beeh interviewed for a Roman 
newspaper. He declares that Emperor 
Menelek does not prefer any one Euro- 
pean nation. He endeavors to hold the 
balance even between all’ the nations, 
and to satisfy the demands of all so far 
as.is compatible with the maintenance of 
authority and the preservation of peace. 

Under Menelek’s influence, says Major 
Ciccodjcola, the Abyssinians are resum- 
ing agricultural pursuits and abandon- 
ing the predatory habits fostered by a 


long period of anarchy and civil war. 
European tastes are becoming more gen- 


eral, The transportation facilities are-be- 
ing improved, a hundred miles of railroad 


now being worked. 

Major Ciccodicola considers the Abys- 
sinian market a remunerative field for 
European enterprise. Silver dollars have 
been coined by Menelek, but the stand- 
ard currency still includes salt bars and 
lengths of American calico. There is a 
market in the country for silks, fire- 
arms, and ironware. 

The Times’s correspondent asserts that 
while Major Ciccodicola is in Rome an 
attempt will be made to settle the out- 
standing difficulties between Great Brit- 


ain and Italy in regard to the Soudan- 
Eritrea frontier. 


THE MANCHURIAN RAILWAY. 


Last Rail Laid on Monday—The Line 
Will Probably Be Opened in a 
Few Months.

LONDON, Nov. 7.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Times says the last 
rail of the Northern Manchurian Raflway 
was laid on Monday, the anniversary of 
the coronation of Emperor Nicholas. The 
line connects Vladivostock with the great 
Siberian Railway. It is expected that it 
will be opened in a few months and it 
will greatly shorten the journey to the 
Far East. The only break in the journey 
from Moscow to Vladivostock will be 
Lake Baikal. The construction of the 
railroad around the lake will not be -fin- 
ished for some years.

The Times Says Only the Mafia and 
Camorra Are More Corrupt and

LONDON, Nov. 7.—In an article on the 
result of the New York City election, The 
Times says to-day that President Roose- 
velt’s telegram of congratulation to May- 
or-elect Low accurately describes the 
situation. The battle has not been a 
party one, but has been fought between 
the forces of decency of all parties, ar- 
rayed against “the most corrupt, brutal, 


and demoralizing organization that can 


be found in the civilized world, with, per- 
haps, the exception of the Mafia and the 
Camorra.” 

The astute Tammany managers, con- 
tinues the editorial, were apparently 
clever enough to understand that the oc- 
casion was a critical one, and departed 
from their traditions so far as to nomi- 
nate an honest man for the Mayoralty.

THE COLOR LINE IN FLORIDA. 


Negroes Not Allowed to Ride With 


Whites in Jacksonville Cars.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 6.—After a 
spirited fight the City Council ‘has just 
passed an ordinance which separates the 
races on the street cars of Jacksonville, 


and clothes the conductors and motormen 
of the cars with police authority. There is 
considerable suppressed excitement among 
the negroes on accbunt of this law, The 
negro population of Jacksonville is slightly 
over 50 per cent. of the total, and there 
is one negro in the Council. 

There have been several disturbances on 
the cars recently, and there has been gen- 
eral complaint on the part of whites about 
the attitude of negro passengers in many 
instances. The-new law is the outcome. 


STANDARD OIL WINS SUIT. 


Referees in Nebraska Case Refuse to 
Find It Guilty of Violating 
Anti-Trust Law. 


Special to The New York Times. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 6.—The suit of the 
State against the Standard Oil Company 
has been decided by the Supreme Court 
referees in favor of the company. Referees 
S. Tibbetts and C. C. Wright hold that the 
evidence does not sustain the allegations 
of the plaintiff's petition, and as a con- 
clusion of law we do find that the plaintiff 
is not entitled to the relief demanded and 
the defendant is entitled to a judgment of 
dismissal! in its favor. 

The suit was brought for the purpose of 


driving the company from Nebraska on the 
ground that it is a trust and doing business 
contrary to the anti-trust law of the State. 
The company introduced no evidence at the 
trial. The evidence offered by ex-Attorney 
jJeneral Smyth was not admitted by the 
referees. Both referees are prominent 
Populist politicians. The decision in no 
way affects the validity of the anti-trust 
law. Attorney General-Prout has entered 
objections to the findings of the referees, 
and the State will be in a position to pro- 
tect its rights in the suit. 

He declines to discuss the report of the 
referees. This is one of a number of cases 
brought. under the law, none of which has 
yet reached final issue. The court will set 
a day for hearing both sides on the adop- 
tion or rejection of the referees’ report. _

Corrected Returns Give Low a Plu- 
rality of 29,864. 





JEROME LEADS THE TICKET 


Control of the Board of Estimate—Close 
Vote in the Board of Aldermen— 
Mayor Van Wyck’s Overwhelm- 
ing Defeat—Complexion of 
the Next Assembly. 





The corrected figures of the local elec- 
tion as tabulated yesterday, made a few 
minor changes in the results at first an- 
nounced. With 135 election districts miss- 
ing, Mr. Low's plurality for Mayor over 
Mr. Shepard was put at 29,656. Allowing 
a similar proportion to the missing dis- 
tricts would have brought Mr. Low’s plu- 
rality up to about 33,000. The corrected fig- 
ures, however—still subject to change by 
the official canvass—make the plurality 
29,864. 

In this borough and the Bronx Mr. Low’s 
plurality was 4,308, the vote for him being 
160,796, against 156,488 for Mr. Shepard. 
His plurality in Brooklyn was 25,539, in 
Richmond 779. In Queens Mr. Shepard won 
by 762. The total vote for Low in this city 
was 294,992, and for Shepard 265,128. 

THE TOTAL VOTE CAST. 


The entire vote cast for both the Mayor- 
alty candidates together, therefore, was 
560,120. As the total registration in the city 
this year was 615,054, there were 54,934 vot- 
ers who did not cast their ballots for Mayor. 
All the election figures given herein are lia- 
ble to change when the official count is an- 
nounced some time next month, and some 
interesting explanations may be forthcom- 
ing at that time ag to the particular phases 
of the contest. The final count will show 
what percentage of the registered voters 
failed to appear at the polls and what part 
of them cast only scattering votes. 

Edward M. Grout, Controller-elect, car- 
ried the city by a plurality of 45,076, his 
vote being 299,713, to Ladd’s 254,637. He 
earried this borough and the Bronx by 
14,681, Brooklyn by 29,701, and Richmond 
by 949, Ladd winning in Queens by 355. Mr. 
Grout’s plurality was greater than that of 
any other city candidate. 

In the race for the Presidency of the 
Board of Aldermen Mr. Fornes’s plurality 
in the city was 31,384, his vote being 292,- 
016 against 260,632 for Van Hoesen 

According to yesterday's corrected re- 
turns William Travers Jerome, District At- 
torney-elect, received more votes in New 
York County than Mr. Low did in Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx, although the latter ter- 
ritory includes eleven districts in which Mr. 
Jerome received no vote at all, those dis- 
tricts not being in the county, but in West- 
chester. 

The vote for Jerome in this county was 
163,959. Eliminating the votes cast for Mr. 
Low in the eleven districts mentioned, 
which make up the Annexed Assembly Dis- 
trict, -it is seen that the Mayor-elect’s vote 
in the county was 158,728. Thus Mr. Jerome 
ran ahead of Mr. Low 5,231 in New York 
County. 

Calculating in the same way, eliminating 
the votes cast for Mr. Grout in the An- 
nexed Assembly District, it can be seen 
that Mr. Jerome also ran ahead of the 
Fusion candidate for Controller, the latter 
having 161,546 votes in the county, or 2,413 
less than Mr. Jerome. In short, Mr. Jerome 
led the Fusion ticket in the county, and 
Mr. Grout was second. 

Jerome’s plurality over Unger, according 
to the corrected figures, was 15,880. 

The Fusionists carried Manhattan and 
Brooklyn easily in the elections of Bor- 
ough Presidents, and Richmond by a_close 


margin. Thhe Democrats won in the Bronx 
by less than 2,000 and in Queens by nearly

Jacob A. Cantor’s plurality over Isaac 
Fromme for President of the Borough of 
Manhattan was 10.428. In Brooklyn the 
Fusion nominee, J. Edward Swanstrom, 
had a plurality of 12,166 over Edmund H. 
Driggs. Louis Haffen, Democrat, defeated 
James L. Wells, Fusionist, in the Bronx 
by 1,470. In Queens, Joseph Cassidy, Dem- 
ocrat, won.over Henry Doht, Republican, 
by 3,953. George Cromwell, Fusionist, de- 
feated Nicholas Muller, Democrat, in Rich- 
mond by a plurality of only 468. 


THE VOTE FOR THE JUDICIARY. 


Of the candidates for the Supreme Court 
bench Justice Morgan J. O’Brien, of course, 
polled most votes, (298,046,) as he was on 
both the Fusion and Democratic tickets. 
Samuel Greenbaum came next, with 168,296 
votes. Justice Clarke received 156,667, and 
Justice Blanchard 162,191. The respective 
ballots of Mayor Van Wyck, Charles H. 
Knox, and Charles W. Dayton, Democratic 
candidates, were 127,587, 149,384, and 150,551. 

Mayor Van Wyck ran 21,797 votes behind 
the next highest candidate’s ballot. He ran 
29,080 votes behind Justice Clarke, the one 
of the successful Fusion candidates who had 
the lowest vote. Although Justices Clarke 
and Blanchard were on the Prohibition 
ticket as well as on the Fusion, they ran 
behind Mr. Greenbaum. Thus it would 
seem that Mr. Greenbaum profited most by 
the voting of those who scratched Mayor 
Van Wyck. . 

The vote in the Board of Aldermen will 
be a very close one. According to yester- 
day's figures thirty-six of the members 
chosen from Aldermanic districts are Fu- 
sionists or Republicans, three of them hav- 
ing been elected as Republicans rather 
than Fusion candidates. Thirty-seven 
Democrats were elected to the board from 
the districts. But it must be remembered 
that there are six more votes in the Board 
of Aldermen than there are members elect- 
ed from districts, for the President of the 


board has a vote and also the five Borough 
Presidents. 

The final count in the Thirty-sixth Alder- 
manic District, from which four election 
districts are still missing, may give the 
Fusionists one more vote, for the Lv tcmm 5 
of the Democratic candidate, Mr. McCaul, 
as the count now stands, is only 173. 

This will give to the Fusionists and Re- 
publicans, if yesterday’s figures hold, a ma- 
ority of one vote; for the four votes of 

essrs. Fornes, Cantor, Swanstrom., and 
Campbell, when added to the 36 already 
counted, give the Fusionists 40 votes. and 
the two added votes of Messrs. Haffen and 
Cassidy give the Democrats 39 votes. 

There is no doubt as to the control of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
which guards the purse strings of the city. 
On this are the Mayor, who has three 
votes; the Controller, who has three; the 
President of the Board of Aldermen, who © 
has three; the President of the Borough of 
Manhattan, who has two; the President of 
the Borough of Brooklyn, with two votes, 
and the Presidents of the other three bor- 
oughs with one vote each.

TI shall expect each Commis- 
sioner to consult with me regarding his 
deputies. Every Commissioner will be held 
responsible for the administration of his 
own department, and because of this I shall 


leave him free as to the selection of his 


ether subordinates, Those people, there- 
fore, who may wish subordinate offices will 
@eal with heads of departments. It will 
be idle to make such applications to me, as 
they will recefve no consideration from me, 
nor will I refer such applications, if made, 


to the Commissioner.” 


Mr. Low was asked in regard to Deputy 
Police Commissioner, Devery and nis per- 
sistence in stating that he could not be 
forced to retire from the Police Depart- 
ment.

_ Many Who Registered Illegally 
ers - Did Not Vote. 


‘State Superintendent of Elections John 
U h was asked yesterday what ef- 
thought his work and that 
“fils deputies had upon the election and 
ye. votes cast. He said he could~ best 
peply by taking the cases of four districts. 
“In the Sécond District,” said the Su- 
rintendent, ‘‘ 7.042 names were registered, 
e only 7,285 voted. In the Third Dis- 
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trict the numbers were 7,978 cegistere1 and 
7,340 voted; in the Sixth Distyict 8,947 reg- 
istered and 8,199 voted, and in the Seventh 
District 9,067 registered, while but 8,061 
voted, showing altogether a falling of: of 
‘about 3,000 in these four districts alone. 

“* Altogether in Manhattan and the Sronx 
my deputies challenged about 6,000 men. 
We started out by fetting warrants for 
those who attempted to vote, but after 
about 200 cases that method was foun to 
be too slow, and recourse was had to af- 
fidavits and complaints, and in that way 
some 1,800 cases out of the 6,000 challenged 
were worked up. 

“A great many of those who had regis- 
tered illegally kept away. For instance, in 
one house 200 had registered while but 40 
dared to vote.”’ 

In spite of all the precautions taken, and 
ali the work done by his bureau, Superin- 
tendent McCullagh says that he believes 
that at least 10,000 illegal votes were cast. 
No tabulated statement of the nrrests made 
by his deputies, voters challenged, &c., has 
yet been prepared by the Superintendent, 
but he says that such a statement wit! be 
ready within a day or two.

SENTIMENT DEFEATED RIVES. 


Death of Lawrence Mullen, Who Served 
a Jail Sentence on His Complaint, 
Changes Many Votes.

NEWBURG, N. Y., Nov. 6.—Reginald W. 
Rives, the New York clubman and coach- 
ing expert, who is President of the Dutch- 
ess County Agricultural Society, was beat- 
en for re-election as Supervisor on Tues- 
day. His home is in New Hamburg, and he 
ran as Democratic nominee from the town 
of Wappingers. The fight against Rives 
was waged with rfuch bitterness, John 
O’Farrell was elected by over 25 votes. 


The Republicans made a_ strong canvass 
for their candidate, and they used for all 
it was worth the death of Lawrence Mul- 
len. Mullen died Sunday night at the 
home of his sister. One day Supervisor 
Rives saw him driving a horse, and, con- 
sidering that the animal was unfit. to be 
driven, caused his arrest on a charge of 
cruelty to animals. Mullen was tried, con- 
victed, and sentenced to jail for three 
months, notwithstanding that the horse be- 
longed to another, and that he was sim- 
ply obeying the orders of his employer in 
Grivying it. Mullen had a very sensitive 
nature, and the disgrace of his being in 
jail crushed him. 

‘IT shall die if they do, not let me out 
of this place,’’ he wrote one day to his’ 
mother, a widow. She took the letter to a 
lawyer, and Judge Phillips reduced the 
sentence from three to one month. Mul- 
len died a few days after compere the 
sentence. The Republicans laid great 
stress on Rives's alleged persecution of 
Mullen. and gained many votes against 
him.

AN ELECTION JUBILEE 


Mark Twain Delivers a Mock 
Eulogy on Tammany. 








Then They Parade Up. Broadway to 
Forty-second Street and Burn Rich- 
ard Croker in Effigy. 





“The Acorns,” whom Richard Croker 
designated as ‘The Popcorns,” held a 
boisterous triumph yesterday, which ex- 
tended from their headquarters in the old 
Jaffray Building, in Broadway, th-ough 
many. streets to Forty-second Street, in 
which not less than 5,000 veople partici- 
pated before it was all over. Mark ‘Twain 
was the central figure, and deiivered mock 
eulogies over those to whom he referred 
as the ‘‘ dear departed’ of Tammany Lia}. 

As the noisy parade passed the head- 
quarters of that organization, having made 
a short detour for that special purp3se, the 
Old Guard Band, which led them, played 
the melancholy music of ‘Go Waaa-y Back 
and Sit Down,” before the almost deserted 
hall, through a window of which Secre- 
tary Thomas F. Smith of the Executive 
Committee was detected peering furcively. 
The plaintive melody was repeated before 
the late’ headquarters of Isaac Fiomme 
and Henry W. Unger in the Rossmore Hotel, 
and the celebration closed immediately 
after with the cremation of an effisy of 
Mr. Croker borne aloft on a long pole, be- 


‘fore the Metropolitan Opera Huuse. 


This proceeding the police vainly tried 
to prevent.

The policemen threw the effigy on the 


pavement. Some of the new-comers who

the main body of the paraders, and the 


policemen and Tammany sympathizers 


were free to stamp out the fire in the 

burning mass, which they did with vigor.

$500,000 BET ON ELECTION. 


This Was Only in the Wall Street Dis- 
trict—Tammany Men Lost

»on County, which is generally good for at 
jeast 10, Democratic, failed to reach that 
figure by 1,200.- Camden County, where Sey- 
mour was expected to run very strong, de- 
spite the fact that the county is Republic- 
an, gave Murphy 4,745. Essex, the home 
county of both candidates, which was ex- 
pected by the Democrats to give Seymour 
a thousand or so, gave Murphy 6,773. 

The Republicans will control both houses 
of the Legislature by majorities of more 
than three to one. The legislative officers 
chosen on Tuesday and those pone over 
will not have a vote for a United States 
Senator during the present terms unless 
either of the two sitting Senators resigns 
or dies. 

In the Senate the representation remains 
the same. Seven Senators were balloted for 
in as many counties on Tuesday.

NEW JERSEY PRIMARY FRAUDS. 


Judge Charges Newark Grand Jury to 
Investigate Them. 


NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 6,—The Demo- 


cratic primaries which resulted in sending 
contesting delegates to the convention are 
to be investigated by the Grand Jury. This 
afternoon Justice Skinner called that body 


before him and charged it to investigate 


the matter thoroughly. 

Justice Skinner in his charge said that 
in one district the ballot box was_ broken 
and the ballots were scattered on the floor; 
in another voters had been imported from 
other towns Republicans that had voted 
at their own primaries again voted at the 
Democratic primaries; a bunch of ballots 
were found fastened to the top of a box 
before the polls opened.

MR. SHEPARD TALKS 
ON THE ELECTION 


Thinks the People Voted for a De- 
structive Programme. 








Appealed to Them, He Says, as Being 
More Picturesque than a Construc- 
tive Polisy—He Will Take a Rest.

Edward M. Shepard, when he was seen at 
his Brooklyn home yesterday, gave no ex- 
pression of personal disappointment at the 
result of the election. He said that he in- 
tended to leave for his country home, at 
Lake George, to rest. Some time before the 
end of December he will take a trip to 
Europe and remain there for some time. 
Speaking of the result of the election, he 
said: é 

“The people were animated by the most 
patriotic motives in voting as they did, but 
the people are sometimes wrong. I do nat 
mean that I am pleased with the result of 
the election. I still adhere to my own judg- 
ment, but I have no doubt of the good that 
will come of it.”’ 

When asked if he did not look upon the 
election of Seth Low as a triumph of de- 
cency and order, Mr. Shepard said: 

‘I have no doubt that the majority of 
the people have meant to“have good gov- 
ernment; I think they voted for good gov- 
ernment. I have great confidence in the in- 
tegrity of purpose and the good sense of 
the general public after as fair a campaign 


as this Das been. I think the people are 
sometime? wrong, but that on the whole 
they exercised good sense. 

‘I think I have been treated with more 
consideration than IL was entitled to, and I 
have no fault to find; quite the contrary. 
I think the people voted for a destructive 
rather than a constructive programme, and 
I shall not say that the people were not 
right. I have so much confidence, on the 
whole, in their judgment after a fair cam- 
paign that I simply should not assert my 
own judgment against theirs, although I 
still hold my own judgment.”’ 

“Will you say what you meant by ‘ ad- 
verse conditions’ in the statement you gave 
out on Tuesday night?” was asked. 

“ By that I meant the enormously strong 
tide of sentiment running in. favor of the 
Republicans at the beginning of the cam- 
paign, and ‘which resulted in my nomina- 

ion. 

In speaking of the effect his defeat would 
have on the Democratic Party in the city 
and State, Mr. Shepard said: 

“TIT have no doubt that the Democratic 
Party will triumph at no distant day. The 
majority against the Democratic Party in 
Greater New York is-about the same as 
it was in 1897. In 1893 and 1894 the Demo- 
cratic Party in the boroughs making up 
the city was defeated by a majority of 
75,000 or more. If the political division 
were the same this year with a greater 
number of voters, the adverse majority 
would have been nearer 100,000. I have 
lived long enough to see elections far more 
emphatic than this reversed in a year or 
two. I don’t think any disaster to the Dem- 
ocratic Party will follow the election of 
Mr. Low. I think Mr. Low will give a 
high-minded administration to the best of 
his power. 

“It is my judgment that the improvement 
of permanent conditions of the city would 
have been better effected by the choice of 
a Democratic Mayor; nevertheless, I am 
not infallible.” ] 

“Do you think the election of Mr. Low 
will accomplish the same result that you 
were striving for?” 

‘“‘I think the destructive programme in 
the Iong run is not as good as the cori- 
structive programme, but it may serve in a 
less fruitful degree the same purpose. The 
destructive programme is no doubt the more 
interesting and picturesque. 

‘“If I had the campaign to go over again 
I should do exactly as I did. I adhere to 
the proposition that sound public policy 
demands that a candidate should abstain 
from any pledges or promises of any kind 
as to persons.’ } 
,In_ conclusion, he. said: 

“IT said..to the. Demoeratic Committee 
when I accepted the nomination that what- 
ever the result might be, I intended that 
the competition between President Low and 
myself should not be. .calamitous to the 
city. That has been my dominant purpose 
during the campaign, and “I am glad to 
palieve that the campaign of and by myself 
has been a wholesome one.” 

Mr. Shepard was. asked concerning the 
reported abdication-.of Richard Croker. but 
declined to discuss it. He’ also refused to 
comment on the result of the campaign 
between Justice Jerome” and Henry W. 
Unger for the District Attorneyship.

SUGGESTION BY MR. ROCKHILL. 


He Thinks an American Bank in China 


Would Do Profitable Business. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—W. W. Rock- 
hill, who represented the United States 
Government in the negotiations. for the 
final settlement with China, to-day had a 
conference with Assistant Setretary Tay- 
lor of the Treasury Department. The con- 
ference was in regard to the representa- 
tion of the United States on the commission 
of bankers which, by the terms of the 
protocol, is charged with the duty of. re- 
ceiving and paying over to the several 
Governments the sums to be paid by China 
as indemnity. These payments will cover 
a period of thirty-nine years, and the 
protocol provides that the money shall be 
paid monthly to a commission of bankers 
at ,Shanghai, each member representing 
ong or more of the interested powers. 

As there isyno American bank in Shang- 
hai, the question arises as to who shall 
represent the United States Government on 
the commission. The American Consul at 
Shanghai recommends that the British 
Shanghai bafik be designated to act for the 
United ‘States, but Mr. Rockhili does not 
SSR Bag suggestion. His visit to the 

édsury Department was for the purpose 
‘of ascertaining whether the feasibility of 
‘founding»an American banking institution 
in ina of undoubted strength and recog- 
ni tan ling might not be considered by 
leading financiers at this time.

WW SCHLEY'S BERALT 


Mr. Rayner Makes His Final 
Plea For Vindicat’on. 





Moves His Client and the Large Au- 
dience to Tears—Court Cangrat- 
ulates Him and the Admiral. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The climax of 
the Schley court of inquiry came this after- 
noon, when Mr. Rayner, the chief counsel 


for Admirai Schley, concluded a brilliant 
argumént of over three hours with a per- 
oration so eloquent and impassioned that 
all within the sound of his voice were pro- 
foundly touched. This remarkable trial, 
he said, sought to condemn the man who 
had brought to a successful termination as 
great a naval triumph as was ever won. 
In vivid colors he painted the picture of 
the Brooklyn, with Commodore Schley on 
the bridge, fighting the entire Spanish fleet 
until the Oregon appeared out of the smoke. 
“The thunders of the Brooklyn as she 
trembled on the waves,” he said, “‘ have 
been discordant music to the ears of envi- 
ous foes, but they have pierced with a ring- 
ing meoldy the ears of his countrymen and 


He pictured the victorious sailor suffer- 
ing, as few have suffered, for three long 
years while the fires of persecution leaped 
around him, and now awaiting the hour of 
his vindication in the verdict of the court. 

“And when it comes,” he concluded, *‘ he 
ean, from the high and exalted position 
that he occupies, look down upon his tra- 
ducers and maligners and with excellent 
pride exclaim: ‘I care not for the. venom- 
ous gossip of clubs, drawing rooms, and 
cliques, and the poisoned shafts of envy 
and of malice. I await under the guidance 
of Divine Providence the verdict of pos- 
terity.’ ”’ 

The scene in the courtroom as he fin- 
ished with these words was thrilling. The 
attendance had been large all day, and at 
the morning session a woman had fainted 
from excitement. As Mr. Rayner began his 
eulogy of Admiral Schley those in the au- 
dience, many of whom were women, leaned 
forward in their seats. The spell of his 
oratory was over them, and when he de- 
scribed the Admiral’s gallant deeds and the 
long persecution to which he had been sub- 
jected, many of them broke down and wept. 

The members of the court displayed evi- 
dences of emotion and Admiral Schley him- 
self was plainly moved. He sat, leaning 
back, with his hands behind his head. His 
chin twitched, and as his counsel said he 
could afford to await the verdict of pos- 
terity two big tears rolled down his cheeks. 
He moved uneasily to conceal his emotion, 
and under the pretense of adjusting his 
glasses brushed the tears aside. Fer fully 
thirty after Mr. Rayner closed 
there was not a sound. Then the tension 
broke in a loud burst of applause.

But the 
oncoming spectators fell back a moment as 
they saw Admiral Dewey and his two asso- 
clates move around the table as if by a 
common impulse and congratulate Admiral 
Schley and his counsel. Even Capt. Lemly, 
the Judge Advocate, came forward to join 
in the congratulations. Then the public 
had its inning, and for fifteen minutes 
after the court adjourned Admiral Schley 
and Mr. Rayner were kept busy shaking 
hands. 

Mr. Rayner’s argument consumed the 
whole day of the court except for half an 
hour at the opening, which Capt. Parker, 
his associate counsel, occupied in conclud- 
ing. .Mr. Rayner took up the specifications 
one by one, reserving those relating to the 
retrograde movement until the last. So far 
as he was able to do so, he used the testi- 
mony of the department's witnesses to 
prove his contentions. With regard to the 
retrograde movement, which he discussed 
with greater seriousness than the other 
specifications, he adduced in justification 
not only all Admiral Schley’s reasons for 
believing the Spanish fleet was not in San- 
tiago, but argued that every officer charged 
with the responsibility of command neces- 
sarily must be clothed with discretion in 
earrying out instructions. 

He displayed good temper in adverting to 
the testimony of most of the officers, espe- 
cially the ranking officers, who seemed to 
contradict his client, giving them in each 
ease credit for honesty of purpose. But 
with a few-he dealt unsparingly. His pict- 
ure of Southerland at the wrong end of a 
megaphone, uttering a message which stuck 
in the instrument and is still there; his 
picture of Bristol’s “miraculous eye,” 
which lit up the harbors of Cienfuegos and 
Santiago ‘‘ with the unerring precision cof 
the morning sunbeam"; his warning to 
future Admirals when in action to ‘‘ beware 
of Potts, be careful of their looks,’’ and his 
picture of the Board of Navigators meeting 
solemnly to compose a chart which should

ARGUMENTS OF THE DAY. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The entire time 
of the Schiey court of inquiry to-day was 
devoted to argument in Admiral Schtey’s 
behalf. Immediately after the court con- 
vened at 11 o’clock this morning, Capt. 
Parker .proceeded with his address. Capt. 
Parker talked for twenty-five minutes, and 
was followed by Mr. Rayner. He main- 
tained that the blockade of Santiago was 
effective, He defended Commodore Schley’s 
reconnaissance of May 31, saying he had 
acted wiseiy in determining the actual con- 
ditions. In this line of policy he said that 
Commodore Schley’s conduct was paralleled 
by that of Admiral Dewey in Asiatic 
waters when the latter remained for sev- 
eral days in Mirs Bay. 

Regarding the loop made by the Brook- 
lyn, Capt. Parker declared it was the wis- 
est movement that could have been made. 
All talk about the Brooklym going to the 
characterized as, ‘‘ moon- 


shine.” ‘If the Spanish gunners could 
have shot as the Americans did,’’ declared 
Capt. Parker, ‘‘ Admitral Schley, instead of 
being on trial, as he is to-day, would be 
in a sailor's grave.” 

Referring to the Hodgson controversy, 
Capt. Parker said that he really believed 
Hodgson desired to tell the truth, but un- 
fortunately he had told a different story 
every time he opened his mouth... Capt. 
Parker said he did not know how the al- 
leged controversy over the danger of col- 
liding with the Texas arose, except from

MR. RAYNER’S DEFENSE. 


Mr. Rayner, who followed, began his ar- 
gument at 11:25 A. M. He paid a com- 
pliment to Judge Advocate Lemly and his 
assistant; Mr. Hanna, for the ‘‘ most judi- 
cial impartiality with which they have 
managed this case.’’ Mr. Rayner made a 
plea for the consideration. of questions from 
what was at that time Commodore Schley’s 
point of view. 

‘* Let us,’’ he said, ‘‘ put ourselves in his 
place and see what the, cireumstances were. 
We ail know. now what it would have been 
wise to do.” ° 

Discussing Dispatch No. 7, known as the 
“Dear Schley” letter, Mr, Rayner con- 
tended that the order conveyed in that 
message made it-incumbent upon Commo- 
dore Schley to remain at Cienfuegos. He 
declared that this was the key to the whole 
case, and that it did not admit of any con- 
struction other than that Commodore 
Schley should remain at Cienfuegos. 

In this connection Mr.. Rayner discussed 
the McCalla memorandum, which, he said, 
had never been intended for Commodore 
Schley, but for the Commander in Chief at 
Key West. The memorandum contained 
not a word about the means of commu- 
nicating with the insurgents. Order No. 8, 
uoon which the counsel on thé other side 
had laid so much stress, he suid, did not 
permit Commodore Schley to leave until 
satisfied that the Spaniards were not in 
Cienfuegos. If it had reached Commodore 
Schley, as Admiral Sampson believed it 
would, by 2 A. M. May 23, he could not 
have left. That dispatch reached Commo- 
dore Schley at 8 A. M. May 28, and on 
that day the Adula was sent in—a fact 
which, Mr. Rayner said, he regarded as 
one of the most important in the cam- 
paign. When the Adula did not come out 
the next day, as her skipper had agreed to 
do, Admiral Schley was still further con- 
firrsed in the belief that Cervera was in 
Cienfuegos. 

‘“T want to say right here,’ continued 
Mr. Rayner, ‘“‘that as brave a man as 
McCalla is, and as daring and fearless a 
soul as he ‘is, he never pretended to land 
any boats on the Cuban coast, and he was 
around there eight days. This is not crit- 
icism of him, but to show that you are 
criticising one man for not doing what 
another man never attempted to do.”’ 


SCHLEY IN THE DARK. 

Mr. Rayner next devoted his attenticn to 
the message delivered by the Nagle to t'om- 
modore, Schley when the latter was en 
route to Cienfuegos and met Capt. Me- 
Calla’s subsqadron returning to Key West. 
Telling of the landing of the Scorpion to 
intercept the Eagle, he said: 

“Where is the megaphone inessage of 
Commander Southerland? Is it still in the 


megaphone? Or is it vibrating upon the 
tropical breezes of the Caribbean? South- 
erland must either have gotten at the 
wrong end of the instrument, or perhups 
the instrument was like the stad'meter, and 
was not correct in recording sound for a 
distance of more than thirty yards. ; 

‘““At any rate, the message that the Scor- 
pion did receive, and which has been sent 
to us by Commander Marix from the Phil- 
ippines was what? That there was ar in- 
surgent camp in the vicinity of Cienfuegos? 
Oh, no. That a signal code had been agreed 
upon with the friendly natives? Oh, no, 
These were all mysteries that it was not 
proper to communicate to the commander 
of the Flying Squadron. Instead of that 
a dull thud fell upon his listening and 
anxious ears. ‘No news of the Spanimrds,’ 
was the thrilling intelligence that he res 
ceived, and with it the Eagle and her 
megaphone went on her way rejoicing, and 
the Marblehead sped to the presence ot the 
Commander in Chief at Key West with 
this profound secret buried in the bosom 
of her fearless commander.” 

Without impugning y ofizicer of the 
American fleet, Mr. Reynct declared that 
Admiral Schley was the victim of an un- 
fortunate combination of circumstances 
that left him in total darkness as t) the 
location of the Spanish fleet. 

Concerning the question of cusling at sea, 
Mr. Rayner read the testimony of several 
witnesses to prove the great difficultics 
such a task involved. He said that all thev 
wanted to prove was that Admiral Sechiey 
was honest when he informed the depart- 
ment of his increasing anxiety regarding 
the coal supply, and that he acted accord. 
ing to the dictates of his own conscience, 
He said the question was not how long the 
fleet could have remained off Santiagyn on 
blockade. but what the fleet could have 
done had the Spaniards come out. He was 
prepared to prove that one ship could not 
have followed the Spaniards six hours, and 
le had coal enough left to :cturn to Key 

Jest. 


LIEUT. BRISTOL’S VERSION. 


Mr. Rayner referred sarcastically to the 
testimony of Lieut. Bristol, saying among 
other things: ‘‘ His vision was a divine in- 
spiration. Sextants and stadimeters, com- 
pass, bearings, Government measurements, 
and hydrographic plats, were all dim and 


obscure in comparison with the miraculous 
power of his unaided vision, which lit up 
and illumined ghe entire harbors of Cien- 
fuegos and Santiago with the unerring pre- 
cision of the morning sunbeams. Govern- 
ment experts, with mathematical accuiacy, 
had measured the heights of Morro Castle 
and Socapa battery, but down they went 
oné hundred feet when they encourtered 
Bristol's miraculous eye."’ 

Mr. Rayner next came to the 2onsidera- 
tion of Admiral Sampson's interview with 
the commander of the Flying Squatron, 
especially: referring to Admiral Schley’s 
testimony relative to the direvtions of Ai- 
miral Sampson with reference to al'acks 
upon land batteries. He also referred <0 
Capt. Chadwick's testimony ia this can- 
nection, and said that Admiral Sclhley’s 
statement being affirmative, was much 
more entitled to credence than was Capt. 
Chadwick’s, which was negative. He said 
that Capt. Chadwick had given testimony 
as to only one statement that was made in 
that interview, which could have been ut- 
tered in thirty seconds, wnile Chadwick 
himself admitted that the interview lasted 
nearly twenty-five minutes, and Admiral 
Schley had placed the time at three quar- 
ters of an hour, 

Mr, Rayner said he thought that Capt, 
Chadwick had been forgetful. but that no 
charge could be made against him on that 
score. Admiral Schley, however, who had 
given positive testimony, would be guilty 
of perjury if his statement was not true, 
* hey must have talked about some- 
thing,”’ he said, ‘‘and what would they be 
more likely to have discussed than the 

ns on the south coast of Cuba, whither 
fommodore Schley was then bound?” 

Mr. Rayner contended that there was no 
ground for censure in connection with Ad- 
miral Schley’s conduct in the affair of May 
31. He said he had done no more than to 
exercise the discretion allowed to a Com- 


mander in Chief under such circumstances. 


Reverting to the blockade of Cienfuegos, 
Mr. Rayner said Capt, McCalla had .ad- 
mitted on the stand that he himself had 
disobeyed orders in not leaving the Eagle 
off that’ port when he left for Key West. 
He did not, he said, mean to criticise Capt. 
McCalla, but if he was not to be censured 
for disobedience of orders why, he asked, 
should Admiral Schley be? a 

Mr. Rayner then came to Specification

THE BROOKLYN'S LOOP. 


After the recess Mr. Rayner discussed 
the ninth specification, which dealt with 
the loop of the Brooklyn on Juty 8 and the 
possibility of colliding with the sTexas. He 
said he stood upon the testimony of Capt. 
Cook, who, all things taken to eth, had 
the best opportunity to give al the _infor- 
mation about the loop, What might have 
happened had the Brooklyn turned to port 
was purely a matter of conjecture. he 
turn in the other direction was completely 
successful. 

It was intimated that the turn to the 
southward had been to get away from the 
enemy, yet it was an indisputable fact 
that the turn had brought the Brooklyn 
closer to the Spanish, fleet and she_re- 
ceived thirty of the forty-three shots which 
struck the American omer Capt. Cobdk’s 
testimony, he said, illumined this manoeu- 
vre, and he planted himself upon this testi- 
mony. Z 
“Gapt. Cook,” he continued, told a 
thrilling story. He was an orator because 
he spoke the truth,and his words will ring 
upon the pages 0 American history; an 
orator because he was speaking from his 
heart. However eloquent a man may be, if 
he teils an untruth he is not an orator, he 
is a declaimer. But Capt. Cook told a 
thrilling story of this fight from the be- 
ginning to the end, and I see nothing upon 
the pages of this record that impugns a 
single word that he uttered.’ 

Mr. Rayner then discussed the testimony 
of Heilner and Hodgson, and in this con- 
nection ridiculed the chart prepared by the 
navigators of the ships in the battle, 

“That navigators’ chart,\) said he, is a 
thing of joy forever. It is like the obliter- 
ated pitaph upon an antiquated tombstone. 
Six navigators met, and after three months 
of unremitting labor they resolved to give 
the world a chart of the battle of Santiago 
which, for all purposes of historical accur- 
acy, might as well be a chart of the bat- 
tle of Thermopylae or the field of Water- 
loo. As a disastrous failure the chart is a 
magnificent success.”’ 


BELIEVES CAPT. COOK. 


In his evidence, said Mr. Rayner, Lieut. 
Commander Heilner said the Brooklyn 
passed across the bows of the Texas less 
than 150 yards away, while on the chart, 
which he helped prepare, the distance be- 
tween the two ships is given as 2,400 feet. 
Whether the engines ot_ the Texas were 
stopped or backed, Mr. Rayner said, mat- 
tered little. This whole controversy about 
the loop seemed to have been started to 
prove that the Brooklyn ran away. When 
this failed an attempt was made to drag in 
the alleged danger to the Texas. The -testi- 
mony of Capt. Cook, he declared, exploded 
both. The counsel on the other side, he 
said, would have to argue that Capt. Cook’s 
testimony could not be relied upon or 
abandon the specification about the loop 
and the danger of colliding with the Texas. 

Mr. Rayner then took up Specification 10, 
concerning the Hodgson controversy. He 
said he would not undertake the task of 
extricating Lieut. Commander Hodgson 
from his predicament. He read portions 
of Hodgson's testimony, and again fell back 
upon Capt. Cook's testimony as decisive 
of the point at issue. Capt. Cook had said, 
Mr. Rayner stated, that the danger of col- 
lision had never entered his head. Refer- 











ring to this testimony, he sal 


d: 

“You cannot impeach him. If I had had 
my way, I must aay I think {1 would have 
rested this case when Capt. Cook's testi- 
mony was done. I did not do so because 
the Admiral wanted to take the stand in 

is own vindication.” 
nixo one, he said, had intended to attack 
Lieut. Commander Hodgson, but the entire 
controversy was Hodgson’s own fault. 
“There has been too ch magazine dis- 
cussion and too muc gossip,” he said. 
‘Imagine such a conversation between the 
commanding officer of a great fleet and a 
subordinate officer at such a time.”’ Even 
if Commodore Schley had said ‘‘ Damn the 
Texas!” continued Mr. Rayner, it would 
not have. been such a very serious matter, 
as it could not have been meant seriously. 
Down in Anne Arundel County, Md., ‘he 
said, they use such _ 4 in salutation, 
saying, *‘Damn you! ow are you this 
morning? ”’ 

But the trouble was, he said, that the 
public did not have the proper conception 
of the occurrence as reported, but had gath- 
ered the idea that the Brooklyn was run- 
ning away from the scene of conflict. Ad- 
miral Schiey had denied the reported collo- 
quy, he said, but not until after it had done 
him great injury. The trouble about all 
this, said Mr. Rayner, is that a newspaper 
has been taken too seriously. Bes 

‘*Never quarrel with a newspaper, he 
continued, *‘ unless you own one yourself. 

Mr. Rayner said he was a friend of the 
American press, and if he had had the 
opportunity of consulting Mr. Hodgson he 
would have said to him: ‘‘ Be a little care- 
ful how you converse with an enterprising 
newspaper reporter, and be extremely care- 
ful not to qualify any statement he may 


how innocent you may be.’’ It was a case 
of confiding innocence, he said, upon the 
one side, and business enterprise upon the 
other. * 

“There are a hundred idle charges, she 
continued, ‘that you could bring against 
Admiral Schley or any one else if you ran- 
sack and pillage our careers. Upon this 
specification I desire to say that the whole 
controversy has been passed into history 
long before the specification was framed; 
that both of the parties to it were satisfied; 
that the honor of the navy is not in the 
slightest degree involved, and the unblem- 
ished honor of Admiral Schley not sullied 
in a single place.”’ 


AS TO LIEUT. POTTS. 


Mr. Rayner then took up the first speci- 
fication—Admiral Schley’s conduct during. 


the campaign. 
‘““Now we come to Mr. Woods and Mr. 
Potts,” he began. ‘Mr. Potts and Mr. 


Woods; Mr. Woods _and Mr.° Potts.”’ 
{Laughter in the court.) After reading the 
testimony of several officers as to the 
splendid bearing of Admiral Schley, Mr. 
Rayner read the testimon of Mr. Potts, 
to the effect that the Admiral appeared 
nervous; “ that he got up and sat down. 

“Tieut. Potts,” went on Mr, Rayner, 
‘has covered himself with renown. His 
name will echo through the ages of undying 
fame. When Manila shall be forgotten an 
Santiago be buried_in oblivion, the name 
of Potts shall live. Whenever an Admiral or 
a Commodore or a Captain is engaged in the 
carnage of mortal conflict, beware of 
Potts. Beware of your looks. Be careful 
how you walk. Be eareful how you sit 
down. Be reserved an@ reticent in. your 
speech. Model your entire course and con- 
duct of action according to Potts, that pre- 
cocious child of the kindergarten who con- 
fesses he was always scared in battle, but 
who, unfortunately, was never engaged in 
any battle sufficient enough even to arouse 
his timidity.” 

At. this point Capt. Lemly protested 
against Mr. Rayner’s strictures of Lieut. 
Commander Potts, and his protest led to a 
dramatic scene in the* courtroom. “ 

“Mr, President,” said Capt. Lemly, ‘ I 
think counsel asked to be interrupted if 
he did not abide by the facts. Now .he is 
not abiding by the facts.. Lieut. Com- 
mander Potts has never said that he was 

lways scared when he was in battle. He 
s traducing the reputation of an officer 
who is well known to you, an officer of 
ability and high standing. He is not abid- 
ing -by the facts. 

“Many instances have oceurred in which 
counsel has absolutely. misstated the evi- 
dence, and I think he should He compelled 
to abide absolutely by the facts, particu- 
larly when he is attempting to traduce the 
reputation of an officer. e has no right 
to speak in this manner of an officer who 
is above any such assault.” . 

Mr. Rayner—And you have no right to 
traduce the reputation of Admiral Schley, 
T shall traduce the reputation of any man 
who 1 think has not established his tepu- 
tation. You say I haye made a remark 
that he said he was scared. 

Capt. Lemly—There again he is inaccurate 
and is not stating the fact. 

Mr. Rayner—I. thought my brother had 
abandoned. these tempestuous rages. If, I 
made a misstatement, and he had spoken 
to me about it quietly, I would have taken 


ke. 
bens WHAT POTTS SAID. 


Mr. Rayne then read ‘trom the evidence 
of Mr. Potts to prove his statement about 


the latter being scared. “ How does that 
suit you?s’’ he asked. 

“It does not suit,’’ Capt.Lemly replied, 
“J still say it is incorrectly: stated, and, 
may the Court:plesse. I do not think that 
counsel should say this is_an attempt to 
traduce Admiral hley. I.am here not 
pecause I want to be, but because it is 
my duty. I was ordefed to come, and I 
think it is unjust, and it shows how ut- 
terly unreliable he is in his statements.”’ 

Mr. Rayner—I do not think the Court will 
permit this. You must not make a state- 
ment of that sort. I will not permit it, 

Admiral Dovey io 

Mr. Rayner—He is not unly unreliable, 
but very offensive. 

Capt. Lemly—Counsel gets up and says 
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charge you with having made, no matter 
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that we are, in the discharge of a_ most 
paints duty, trying to traduce Admiral 
chley. 

Mr. Rayner—I have borne willingly the 
partiality with which he has tried his case 
and the delicate position he occupies. But 
I do ask my brother not to get up and con- 
tradict me and say that I am unreliable 
when I read the testimony that sustains 
me. I appreciate the position he is in, He 
has filled that position as well and faith- 
full¥ as it could be filled by any one. I 
have not said a word in criticism of his 
conduct. It is only when he refers to my 
traducing an officer that I have the same 
right to refer to his traducing Admiral 
Schley. 

Admiral Dewey—The Court, of course, 
will read all the testimony that has been 
given. We will be governed by the testi- 
mony. We know exactly what Lieut. Com- 
mander Potts said. He said he was scared, 
but counsel did enlarge a little on it. 

Mr. Rayner—Yes, I probably did enlarge. 

Capt. Lemly—And that said, I am sorry 
I made the remark. 

Admirat Dewey—It is only one day more, 
oor I think we ought to get along peace- 

y. 

Mc. Rayner then took up the fifth speci- 
fication, alleging disobedience of the orders 
of May 25. e argued tnat there was 
nothing positive in the department's infor- 
mation; that it was not until the order of 
May 27 (which did not reach Commodore 
Schley until June 10) was sent that there 
was anything absolutely positive. The 
question to him as to whether he could 
coal at Cape Cruz, the Mole, or Gonaives, 
could be construed as a direction to go 
there to coak In other words, the dispatch 
was not a mandatory order. Besides, every 
commander at the front had certain dis- 
cretion even in carrying .out mandatory 
orders. Mr. Rayner told in graphic lan- 
guage how Nelson had disobeyed orders at 
Copenhagen and had won immortal fame. 
If Commodore ay! had dishonestly dis- 
obeyed orders, if he had betrayed his coun- 
try, if he had disobeyed in bad faith, Mr. 
Rayner said it would call for condemna- 


tion. 
A MATTER OF JUDGMENT. 


“Ts a commanding officer away from 
home,’’ he asked, “ to be stripped of every 
prerogative thht he ought to possess, in, 
order to determine upon the exigencies of 
the occasion? If he acts honestly, accord- 
ing to the best judgment and light that 
he has, is he to be branded and consigned 
to ignominy because some one else in the 
same situation might have adopted a dif- 
ferent course? It is easy enough at this 
hour to pass a criticism upon the conduct 
of a campaign. The question, however, is 
not to determine what is the condition of 
our minds to-day, but what was the condi- 
tion of Admiral Schley’s mind at the hour 
when the events took place. 


‘We know now that the Spanish fleet 
was in Santiago on the 19th of May, but 
on that day the whole wor.d was doubtful 
upon that subject. Upon this branch of 
the investigation I stand by the testimony 
of the Cuban pilot, by the information con- 
veyed by the Adula, by the conversation 
undoubtedly had with Capt. Sigsbee, by 
ihe “ failure upon the pare of 
Capts. ise and Jewell to convev to Ad- 
miral Schley even the purport of the mes- 
sages they had received. 

* And, what is more than all, I stand by 
the plat as to the chasing capacity of the 
ships with the coal on hand which has 
been filed in this case, an imperishable 
document so far as this controversy is con- 
cerned, because it exonerates the Admiral 
from the slightest criticism or censure. 
And, standing upon this evidence, I plead 
for what I know he will receive—an impar- 
tial verdict from this tribunal.’’ 

Mr. Rayner then took up the considera- 
tion of Specification 4, covering ‘‘ the cir- 
cumstances attending the arrival of the 
Flying Squadron off Santiago, the reasons 
for its retrograde turn westward, and de- 
arture from off Santiago and the proprie- 
y thereof.’’ Mr. Rayner referred at length 
to the meeting of Commodore Schley with 
Capt. Sigsbee, then in command of the St. 
Paul, upon the arrival of the Flying Squad- 
von off Santiago. Speaking of the Captain, 
he said: 

‘“& more honest witness than he never 
took the witness stand, nor is there a 
more gallant and efficient officer of the 
navy than he is. Unfortunately he has got- 
ten himself into a predicament, because 
against him is an overwhelming array of 
testimony in reference to the conferences 
he held with Commodore Schley off San- 
tiago and which absolutely justify the Ad- 
miral in taking the course he did. 

‘Let me see whether I am right about 
this,’ he went on. ‘* Because this, my 
brothers, I consider the most important 
part of the case. Who was there when 
Sehley got there? He met the Yale and the 
St. Paul and the Minneapolis. Who was on 
the Yale? Capt. Wise. Who was oh the 
St. Paul? Capt. Sigsbee. Capt. Jewell was 
on the Minneapolis. Not a man of them 
excegt Sigsbee communicated with Commo- 
dore Schiey, I am not blaming them nor 
criticising them, but it is an unfortunate 
combination of circumstances, unfortunate 
for the Commodore that he is made the vic- 
tim. Why he should be seleeted from the 
whole mass of officers of the navy I can- 
not understand.”’ 


WHERP CAPT. SIGSBEE STANDS. 


Continuing, Mr. Rayner said these vessels 
were scouting around there for six or seven 
days, and did not make any effort to com- 
municate with the insurgents. 

Capt. Lemly here interrupted Mr. Ray- 
ner, asking to whom he referred when he 
said that the evidence showed them to have 
been there six or seven days.

Mr. Rayner then referred to the depar!- 
ment dispatch of May 1%, which Admirai 
(then Captain) Cotton testified.to deliv- 
ering on Boar the Brooklyn, and,in which 
the positive statement was made that. the 
Spanish fleet was in the harbor at San- 
tiago, and said that it was certain it never 
had been received by the Commodore. He 
also state@ that Admira} Cotton had not 
himself produced the dispatch while on the 
stand, but that it was accidentally brought 
out. -He also asserted that Admiral Cotton 
had not stated positively that he had dv- 
livered it to the Commodore, 

Returning ye to Capt. Sigsbee’s testi- 
mony, he said that in addition to Admiral 
Schley, Messrs. Graham, Cronan, Marble, 
and Hare, each apd all, had stated that 
Capt. Sigsbee»had said that the Spanish 
fleet was not in Santiago Harbor. e then 
quoted from the testimony of these wit- 
nesses and also from a letter written by 
Capt. Sigsbee himself, at the time, in which 
he said, ‘‘ No news here; I have seen abso- 
lutely nothing of the Spanish fleet.” 

** Not ony that,” continued Mr. Rayner, 
“but on the 29th of Mey ant Sigsbee 
wrote an official report that the day be- 
fore, when he saw the American vessels 
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going eastward, he thought it might be the 
Spanish squadron going into Santiago.” 


THE RETROGRADE JUSTIFIED. 


Mr. Rayner said no reasoning could “ re- 
lieve Capt. Sigsbee from this unfortunate 
failure of his recollection. No one charges 
him with telling an untruth, No man 
would dare .to do it. He has just failed to 
recollect. The impression upon everybody 
the Admiral spoke to on the subject was 
that the fleet was not in Santiago. if 
Capt. Sigsbee had not said to Commodore 
Schley the Spanish fleet was not there, 
Commodore Schley never would have gone 
to the westward on what is called his retro- 


grade movement. More than ;thatjs@apt. | 
Sigsbee puf a Cuban pilot on board Com- 
modore Schley’s ship, and that pilot:im- 
pressed the Commodore with the idea that 
the Spanish ships could not get in. there. . 

“ All things created in the mind. of Com- 
modore Schiey the indelible impression that 
ihe Spanish fleet was not in the harbor of 
Santiago. This absolutely justified his 
movement to the west. Every incident 
around there, Capt, Jewell's failure to com-~- 
municate, Capt. Wise’s absolute failure to 
communicate, Capt. Cotton’s failure to 
communicate, because the dispatches he re- 
celved could never have been delivered tu 
Commodore Schley at the time, as they 
were dated afterward; Capt. Sigsbee’s posi- 
tive assurances, the putting of the Cuban 
pilot on board, everything, my it please 
the court, conveyed doubt to the mind of 
Commodore Schley.

MOTOR VEHICLE NOVELTIES. 


Interesting Features Seen in the Show 
at Madison Square Garden—New 
Style of Wheel. bi 


Interest in automobiles showed a decided 
increase in attendance yesterday at the 
Madison Square Garden, where the Auto- 
mobile Show is now in progress. The larg- 
est number of spectators of any day since 
the opening was present, and the novelties | 
were all closely inspected. The crowd this 
year shows marked improvement in auto- 
mobile intelligence over last year, and this 
fact is encouraging to dealers, as it illus- 
trates a steady growth of the desire for 
motor vehicles. The large number of sales 
already made augurs well for the future 


of the comparatively new industry, and 
the sales form only a small percentage of 
the orders that have been placed. From a 
business standpoint the manufacturers feel 
that the show has already been a distinct 
success, in many respects exceeding their 
anticipations, 

The importation of many fast French 
machines has caused strong business rival- 
ry among a number of leading American 
manufacturers. Most of the foreign ve- 
hicles that have been brought here are 
built solely for speed, and their ugly ap- 
pearance would not appeal to any one de- 
siring a_ graceful and comfortable run- 
about. Grace and durability are the ele- 
ments that most of the native manufact- 
urers are endeavoring to embody in their 
makes, and -a number of successful ex- 
amples in this respect are noticeable at 
the show. Even in the speed machines, an 
effort to offset the foreign importations 
has been seen in the fast gasoline ma- 
chines being made by a firm, one of which 
was used by Alexander Winton in. his re- 
cent record-breaking run and Albert C. 
Bostwick also possesses one of this same 
make. 

Probably the lightest electric vehicle, 
which. is also one of the novelties of the 
show, is a graceful runabout for town and 
light country use. It weighs only &75 
gy a distinct revelation to many who 

ave believed that electric vehicles, as a 
rule, weighed more than machines of equal 
horse power in gasoline or steam. This 
new electric carriage is equipped with the 
new Exide battery, consisting of twenty 
cells, and is capable of a run of forty miles 
on a single charge at a maximum speed of 
fourteen miles an hour. In appointments 
this light roadster is all that could be de- 
sired, being finished In rich black, with 
seat panels, shutters, and running gear in 
red, and the hubs of nickel. The same 
company shows another serviceable electric 
runabout, but. made for heavier touring 
purposes, weighing 1,675 pounds, and also 
equal to forty miles with on charge. 

Another novelty is a new style of wheel, 
being, in brief, a wheel within a wheel. 
Pneumatic tires, being between the hub and 
the outer rim, take ‘up the bounce and vi- 
bration, and the outside tire is of hard rub- 
ber, so there is no danger of puncture. The 
hub {fs unusually large and is fitted with 
interior sliding piaces so arranged that they 
slip when an obstruction is encountered, 
forcing the pneumatic tires to take the jar. 
By this method it is claimed that the rider 
feels no jar of any kind, no matter how 
rough the roads may be over which he is 
traveling.

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IN THE EYES OF THE WORLD. 

We have made a visible gain for the 
good name of the city and in the respect 
of the world. It is no obscure and ill- 
mannered minion of Tammany who will 
sit in the chair of the Mayor during the 
next two years. We have elected to that 
office one of the best-known citizens of 
New York, the President of Columbia 
University, whose name is familiar to 
the people of the United States and is 
not unknown abroad.

CROKER name for the place one of his 
creatures and servants, After the first 
of January a New Yorker will be able to 
talk about the Mayor of this city with- 
out casting down his eyes and wishing to 
change the subject. 








TAMMANY AND THE PRESS. 

That Tammany man who complained 
that his organization could not get its 
case before the public except upon the 
backs of perambulating,s ‘‘ sandwich” 
men unconsciously paid a very high trib- 
ute to the newspapers of New. York. 
His statement of the facts was incorrect, 
since the case of Tammany as it was 
presented in the able speeches of Mr, 
SHEPARD was very fully given in the 
newspapers, notably so in THE TIMES.

We hope that the good men of New 
York have some appreciation of the serv- 
ice done toe the city by the newspapers in 
the campaign just closed, and not mere- 
ly in the campaign, but in four years of 
unremitting warfare upon Crokerism, 
They prepared the public mind, they 
stirred up the public indignation, and 
when the electoral contest began they 
strove with a zeal and fervor never sur- 
passed in any campaign to turn these 
rascals out. 

Tammany boasted four years ago that 
it had elected its Mayor in spite of the 
opposition of all the newspapers. It 
then began to defy the press, to flout and 
deride it, and treat it as a negligeable 
quantity. Heads of departments have 
replied with insult and profanity to the 
perfectly proper inquiries of reporters. 
They forgot that in telling the newspa- 
pers that the affairs of the departments 
were none of their business they were 
telling the public that they were none of 
its business either, 

Last Tuesday these malefactors of 
Tammany learned something about the 
newspapers. Four years ago when the 
anti-Tammany voting forces were divid- 
ed, not even a press united for the defeat 
of Tammany could bring it about, This 
year the forces were united and the 
newspapers gave them all possible aid 
and comfort.

more a man has reason to distrust his 
own ability to cast an intelligent and 
conscientious vote the more angry he is 
with anybody who undertakes to take 
his vote away from him, There was once 
a municipal commission which reported a 
plan’ to reorganize the Municipal Gov- 
ernment of New York upon Mr. Hewitv’s 
lines, ordaining a special and limited 
suffrage for the electors of the municipal 
“Board of Finance.” But all that is 
clearly remembered of it now is that it 
shut off every man who signed it from 
any hope of elective office, and caused 
him thereupon to be marked off the 
books of all the shrewd politicians as no 
longer dangerous, including the books of 
the very shrewd politician who appoint- 
ed the commission, Gov. TiLDEN. 

But let Mr. Hewitt take courage from 
the present election returns. When a 
small number of men have a keen in- 
terest, and a very much larger number 
of men have a languid interest, in the 
result of a popular election, that result 
is likely to go wrong, according to the 
opinion of all students who come after 
and to go wrong on the side of the small- 
er and keener interest. Likewise, when 
the main issue is liable to be obscured 
and sophisticated, and not to be clearly 
visible by the plain man, the result may 
be disappointing to believers in democ- 
racy. The first condition was complied 
with in this election. The second was 
not. Undoubtedly a gang of Tammany 
thieves had a larger stake, for them- 
selves individually, in bringing about a 
wrong decision, than any equal body of 
honest men had in bringing about a 
righteous decision. But, on the other 
hand, the results of Tammany rule were 
made so plain that the wayfaring man, 
though a newly naturalized Russian 
Jew, could not err therein. That the 
issue was made so plain we owe mainly 
to Mr. JEROME, Whose canvass was eiec- 
trifying and illuminating. And nothing 
could become SetH Low better than the 
cordial and generous way in which he 
has acknowledged his obligations, which 
are also those of all of us, to his coad- 
jutor on the ticket, When a moral issue 
is made plain there is no doubt about 
the decision of the American electorate 
or of the New York electorate. 

It is really joyful to see with what a 
nice discrimination the promiscuous mass 
of the New York electorate acts, when it 
is at once aroused and enlightened. How 
nice this discrimination has been we feel 
that we may safely appeal to Mr. Hewitt 
himself to bear witness. How can ary 
individual voter possibly express, by his 
single ballot, those nice shades of con- 
demnation which appear unmistakable 
in the gross aggregate of universal suf- 
frage. All of us can say that SHEPARD 
onght to have run ahead of his ticket, 
in spite of his pathetic delusion that he 
could reform Tammany Hall. Any of us 
can say that VAN Wyck ought to have 
run behind his, ‘in spite of” nothing 
whatever. But how could any single 
voter lay upon each candidate those nice 
shades, from a rather pearly gray to fet 
black, which belonged to him respectiye- 
ly? We may safely appeal to Mr. Hew- 
Irt himself to say if, even with his com- 
mand of language and with his discrim- 
inating mind, he could have affixed to 
every Tammany candidate the precise 
degree of disrepute which belonged to 
him more accurately, or so accurately, 
as the shading is done by the figures of 
the returns. Even Mr. DayTon gets the 
benefit of his previous good character in 
a difference of some 80 votes, whereby 
he has the advantage of the Tammany 
candidate nexg below him, who was sim- 
ply a Tammany candidate, by a nuance 
of .0006 per cent., while VAN Wrck, fall- 
ing behind even that Tammany ‘norm ” 
by something more than 20,000, achieves 
the substantial reduction from the Tam- 
many average of 15 per cent, 

Without doubt the effect of the returns

‘“ ELECTRIC POWER IN TUNNELS. 


Every New Yorker who knows how 
things are done in other cities ought to 


take some personal shame to himself 
from the attitude of the N. ¥, C. & H. 
R. R. R. about the tunnel from Forty- 
second Street to Harlem. Every other 
railroad, run in competition, attempts, 
at least, to find out what its patrons 
want, and to do it, The gttitude of this 
railroad touching the improvement of 
conditions in its tunnel is one of simple 
inertia and obstruction. It is a civie 
disgrace that, instead of forestalling crit- 
icism, the New York corporation should 
ignore it, until it itself has actually 
been presented by a Grand Jury for neg- 
lect. When this thing has happened, it 
submits to a pliant Health Department 
a scheme for transferring a part of the 
nuisance of the tunnel it now operates 
from the passengers in its cars to the in- 
habitants along the line of the tunnel. 
Meanwhile, the only radical and dras- 
tic suggestion for abating the nuisance 
is evidently to change the motive power 
in the tunnel from steam to electricity. 
This'is the one thing that will abate the 
nuisance without transferring it. The 
excuses for not doing this made by the 
corporation are as many and various 
as laziness and incompetency can sug- 
gest. But the public is very weary of 
excuses. What the public wants is fre- 
lief, : 
One of the things the company has 
kept saying, what may be called its 
stock excuse, is that the change, from 
electric motors through the tunnel to 
steam locomotives outside, would involve 
delay in the transfer that would be quite 
intolerable, Of course the excuse fs bésh. 
It has already been exposed by an ex- 
pert in these columns. “The sluggard 
hath said, there is a lion in the path.” 
But it may be well to make an end of 
this excuse by producing an example of 
the transfer. 
Paris is a civilized city. The Orleans 
Road has therefore, for many years, been 
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compelled to keep its station miles from 
the centre of Paris. Partly this was be- 
cause there was no suitable plot for a 
station that could be had within the for- 
tifications. Partly because the civilized 
municipality would not allow any rail- 
road to establish a terminal within the 
municipality except under civilized con- 
ditions. But a piece of ground on the 
river front happened to come into the 
market, and electrical development, al- 
lowing of electrical traction, synchron- 
ized with this opportunity. The result 
is that the railway has built a station 
which is one of the architectural orna- 
ments of Paris, on the Quai d’Orsay, and 
that no public nuisance or danger has 
been caused by the connection between 
this station and the main lines of the 
road, 

M. JEAN ScHOPFER contributes to the 
current number of our esteemed con- 
temporary, The Architectural Record, an 
account of the new terminus, This ac- 
count is given primarily by way of archi- 
tectural criticism. But it incidentally 
shows how, in a civilized city, the prob- 
lem which the New York Central finds 
insoluble, and will continue to find so 
until the pressure of a presentment is 
changed to the pressure of an indictment, 
is triumphantly met and solved, Upon 
this point M. ScHoprer says: 


The enterprise was a considerable one. It 
was necessary to build an underground 
road three miles in length along the river 
ombonkment. For the portion of the jour- 
ney inside the city electric engines are em- 
ployed. These are hitched on at the old 
station, taking the place of the steam loco- 
motives, and thus the trains are hauled, 
without noise, smell, or smoke, to the new 
terminus on the Quai d’Orsay, 


This system has now been in opera- 
tion for more than a year. Would At not 
be within the financial power of the 
“Vanderbilt system” to send a compe- 
tent electrical engineer out to Paris to 
find out just how this feat has been 
performed which the system keeps on 
repeating is.beyond the power of man? 
The traffic of the Orleans Railway, as 
every traveler over the road can testify, 
is by no means small. Paris is not a 
small place, and the connections south- 
ward from it are not so insignificant that 
the New York Central system can afford 
to say that there is no parallel between 
the two cases. The length of the subway 
along the Seine is just about the same 
as the length of the Harlem tunnel. What 
is the difference? One difference is that 
the Municipal Government of Paris is 
far more civilized than has been, for the 
last four years, the Municipal Govern- 
ment Of New York. Another is that en- 
terprise and energy and brains are con- 
cerned in the operation of the Orleans 
Railway, and that, when the question is 
of abating the nuisance caused by the 
Fourth Avenue tunnel, nothing but in- 
ertia and obstruction are contributed by 
the N. Y. C. & H. R. R. R. 








AN IMPROMPTU CARNIVAL. 

It cannot be said of the people of New 
York that we take our pleasure sadly. 
We seem to be able to change our mood 
with Protean facility, and can probably 
organize an unpremeditated carnival 
more easily and naturally than any com- 
munity on this side ofthe Atlantic. A 
striking illustration of this was given 
on Tuesday evening, and those who wit- 
nessed or took part in the spontaneous 
demonstration of popular satisfaction 
with the result of the local election will 
long remember it as an experience which 
comes but once in a generation, 

It is not unusual on the evening of im- 
portant elections for great crowds to 
throng the streets and watch the bul- 
letins with eager interest, evincing pleas- 
ure when the choice of popular candi- 
dates is assured. This was what might 
have been expected on Tuesday night. 
Very few of those who came out had 
any other purpose in leaving home than 
to hear the returns and see the crowds 
around the bulletins, To conyert the 
street parade into a veritable carnival, 
lacking only fancy ecostumes and con- 
fetti to make it as amusing as has ever 
been seen in Venice or Rome after 
months of preparation, all that was 
needed was what the transparencies re- 
vealed. In a moment our ordinarily im- 
passive people, too much used to excite- 
ment to be easily roused to unusual 
demonstrations of pleasure, went wild. A 
delirium like that produced by the inha- 
lation of nitrous oxide swept through the 
crowd. All sorts and conditions of men 
and women provided themselves with tin 
horns, horse fiddles, and noise-producing 
toys, and proceeded to make Broadway 

«from Twenty-third Street to Forty-sec- 
ond Street a veritable Mardi Gras. Had 
it been planned it would probably have 
been a dismal failure; being perfectly 
spontaneous it was a joyous and inspir- 
iting success, The world never saw a 
better natured nor a more innocently 
happy crowd, Gentlemen and ladies of 
unmistakable refinement brushed elbows 
with persons of unmistakable unrefine- 
ment, tooted their horns in the ears of 
all who passed, and romped _ until 
long after midnight. The ordinary 
distinctions of the pavement were for 
the moment forgotten, but liberty was 


not abused. Everybody was in play- | 
ful mood, and took with entire good | 


nature all that happened, There was, of 
course, a good deal of horseplay on the 
part of young men desirous of being 
taken’ for Columbia see adere a and 
who introduced the flying Wedge of the 
football field into the crowd at times; 
but no one was angry or annoyed, and 
scarcely a cross word was spoken. Up to 
midnight and after there were very few 
people on the streets who showed evi- 
dence of the kind of hilarity resulting 
from alcoholic stimulation. It was a 
spontaneous outburst of wholesome pop- 
ular rejoicing, and we doubt if in any 
city of the world an intensely exciting 
election, fraught with the most pre- 
found consequences to the worst ele- 
ments of the population, could have been 
so celebrated without inciting riot and 
bloodshed. . 

The incident was instructive and grat- 
ifying. It does not show that the 
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wounds of such a political conflict are 
quickly healed, for the “poWers that 
prey’ ave hurt past all surgery by the 
result in city and county. What it does 
show, however, is that among the masses 
of the honest people political differences 
leave no bitterness. Had the result of 
the count been wholly different, the fol- 
lowing of Tammany would no doubt 
have made some sort of a demonstra- 
tion, of a very different nature from 
that described, and the most that the 
advocates of municipal reform would 
have done would have been to go quietly 
and sadly home, wondering at the mys- 
tery which shrouds the ways of Provi- 
dence, but determined to give the offi- 
cers elected loyal support in all measures 
prompted by right purpose and an honest 
desire to serve the public interest. This 
amiable resignation to inevitable public 
calamity was not needed on’ Tuesday 
night. Our apparently invulnerable po- 
litical Bastile had fallen, and a whirl- 
wind of popular rejoicing was the very 
natural result. The time for serious 
thinking had not come. Rejoicing in the 
attainment of what was so earnestly de- 
sired naturally precedes the comprehen- 
sion of-the benefits secured. This will 
come during the next six weeks, and on 
the first of January our people will be 
prepared to attend quietly and respect- 
fully, if not sorrowfully, the obsequies 
of Tammany, and join in singing the fa- 
miliar and appropriate verses begin-

——Easy, and, indeed, necessary, as it is 
to suspect that more than a few of the 
enormous bets on the election so solemnly 
recorded and reported—especlially reported-— 
last week were either of a nature strictly 
conversational or else reckless exagyera- 
tions of the financial arrangement really 
made, it is beyond question that the inhab- 
itants of the greater city in innumerable 
eases backed their hopes or their opinions 
with money or money’s worth. Presum- 
ably those who did so were a minority of 
New York's voters, but, taking the large 
and small wagers together, and including 
the dinners and hats, the boxes of. candy 
and pairs of gloves, the cigars and eyery- 
thing else that was staked for fun or gain, 
the minority cannot be a small one, and 
very possibly it was not a minority at a)l. 
And yet we have a law, the existence of 
which is known to everybody, which fm- 
poses the terrible penalty of disfranchise- 
ment upon those who make jets on elee- 
tions, and the enforcement of that law 
was the duty of a whole army of sworn 
and paid officials. This being the situa- 
tion, it is interesting to note that only 
in instances too few to be worth taking 
into account—perhaps there were half a 
dozen of them, though only one is known 
to us at this writing—was any would-be 
voter prevented from exercising his for- 
feited privilege. Such is the fate of laws 
that do not have the support of a realiza- 
tion on the general publie’s part of a ne- 
cessity for their existence and enforce- 
ment. Nobody says that the law against 
election bets is a bad one, nobody clamors 
or even whispers for its repeal; it is sim- 
ply ignored without scruple and violate1 
without penalty. As it Is not well to have 
laws treated in this way, there is a lesson 
for legislators in these facts, but legislat- 
ors, alas! have other things than lessons 
to attend to.

——A position of some prominence in the 
stirring and picturesque annals of Salem, 
Mass., is the fight that took place at North 
Bridge on Feb. 26, 1775, and for a long 
time the Essex Institute af the ancient city 
of the witches has been collecting material 
to assist the artist BRIDGEMAN in painting 
a thoroughly atcurate and realistic picture 
of the engagement. A point on which in- 
formation was needed, of course, was the 
uniforming of the Britigh troops who took 
part in the little battle, and to secure it 
correspondence with many remote parts of 
the world has been necessary, for British 
regiments wander far, but the inquiries 
have all received courteous attention, and 
the needed facts are slowly accumulating. 
Recently the institute received from the 
interior of India an old and curious book 
of much value, the property of the direct 
successors of the men whom Lieut. Col. 
Lesiiz led to Salem on the memorable 
February morning. It dates from 1758, and 
as described by The Boston Transcript, 
contains a brief sketch of the organiza- 
tion and all its experiences and lists of 
officers, with pictures in colors showing 
the uniforms worn at different dates. The 
copy sent to the institute is merely loaned, 
being the only copy in existence, and the 
fact that the regiment has* sent it almost 
around the world to accommodate its old 
enemy is much appreciated by the Essex 
Institute. It looks as if it had seen rough 
service. The regiment was engaged in the 
famous raid on Plymouth in 1778, which 
restilted in the destruction of more than 
seventy vessels. After the war in America 
it served in the Crimea, and was the first 
to. enter Lucknow. In 1881 the regiment 
was partially merged, with the Prince of 
Wales's North Staffordshire Regiment. One 
can easily imagine how ggich a book would 
be treasured, and the fact that it has been 
sent so far to sometime enemies is pleas- 
antly significant. 





-——Some rather disquieting hints in re- 
gard to the fire alarm telegraph system in 
this city are made by “The Hlectrical Re- 
view, and it will do no harm to bring them 
to the attention of the municipal officlais 
that are to be and from whom we all ex- 
pect so much. The art of fire alarm sig- 
naling, says The Review, has developed tec 
a point of high perfection, and sysvems 
may now be installed which, under proper 
eare and supervision, can be depended upon 
as confidently as any other agency of hn- 
man construction. ‘‘ But,’’ continues the 
writer of the article, ‘‘ like all other elec- 
trical apparatus, fire alarm systems re- 
quire careful, competent, vigilant, and per- 
petual supervision. These, unfortunately, 
they do not always obtain, At a fire which 
occurred in New York City on Oct. 20 it is 
stated that an alarm turned in from a 
street box resulted in a confused signal 
that sent the Fire Department to a point 
several miles distant from the scene of the 
conflagration. By the time this mistake 
was rectified much damage had been done. 
In many instances of late there has been 
a suspicion, to say the least, that the fire 
alarm signal system of the Borough of 
Manhattan, New York City, is not entirely 
reliable.’’ This is enough, in the opinion 
of The Review, to warrant immediate ‘and 
careful investigation by competent experts, 
and if the suspicions are justified nothing 
should be more quickly done than the re- 
pair and rehabilitation of the fire :ines. 
The source of the trouble, it thinks, will 
be found in the political influence which 
enters into al] examples of municipal own. 
ership, and 4s almost always antagonistic 
to the perfect working of enterprises that 
depend for efficiency upon securing the 
services of men trained and skilled in ways 
that are little valued by those most un- 
practical persons, the practical politicians, 





That enemy of the army canteen 
whose letter we published yesterday could 
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ted when he asked, ‘‘ What is the objection 
to forbidding the soldiers to go out of camp 
to the saloons?”’ This in effect was to say 
that without the canteen, the only way to 
keep the soldier out of places infinitely 
worse outside was to make his leave of 
absence, not the temporary restoration of 
civilian liberties and privileges, but merely 
an extension for a time of the geograph- 
ical bounds within which the voluntary 
slave of military, discipline must do only 
the things considered necessary or judicious 
by his superiors. At present the private 
on leave is a free man, responsible for his 
acts only in the sense and to the degree 
that the ordinary citizen is responsible, and 
it is this alone that makes the leave so 
eagerly desired as a relief from the tedium 
and humiliations of discipline—from the 
complete abdication of will and inclination 
which is the greatest hardship of life in the 
ranks. All this our correspondent ignored, 
and he coolly suggested that from the mo- 
ment of enlistment to that of discharge the 
soldier should be beneath the heavy hand 
of arbitrary authority. Were his scheme 
adopted, the recruiting officer would have 
to use something else than persuasion to 
keep the regiments full, and desertions 
would he the rule instead of the exception. 
The canteen or the saloon—that is the alter- 
native, and one or the other must be ac- 
cepted. 


A WOMAN'S VIEW OF SOCIALISTS. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In looking over a late file of your excel- 
lent journal I came across a communication 
on Socialism, signed ‘‘A Layman,” which 
amused me considerably. I presume you 
will accord the same privilege to a woman 
to express her views, provided she be rea- 
sonably brief. 

Like your correspondent I have had the 
fortune to mingle a good deal with Social- 
ists, having done considerable propaganda 
work in conjunction with my husband ih 
former years. But I finally became rather 
tired of their constant tirades against 
Christianity and the wealthy class, and 


upon the death of my husband I betook 
myself to the more useful and remunerative 
employment of trained nurse. 

The theory of Socialism is very beautiful 
in some respects, but I am sorry to say 
that a good many who pose as prominent 
Socialists practice the direct opposite of 
what they preach. To state the matter 
concisely, I have been unable to discover 
that a majority of Socialists are any more 
conscientious in their business dealings 
with their fellow-men, or any more regard- 
ful of the amenities and proprieties of life 
than are the capitalist class whom they be- 
rate so unsparingly. 

fully agree with ‘“‘A Layman” that 
Socialism has more to dread from its in- 
dolent and garrulous followers than from 
its comparatively few evil-disposed adher- 
ents. But I must totally dissent from his 
conclusion that the ‘‘ weary, unsavory 
genius’”’ Is more numerous than “ the gar- 
rulous fellow.’’ My four years of observa- 
tion and experience among Socialists war- 
rant me in saying that the talkers out- 
number the idlers as three to one. I will 
concede, however, that a liberal percentage 
of the loquacious fellows have no partic- 
ular affection,for work. 

It is a singular fact that a majority of 
Socialists appear to be utterly incapable 
of putting an idea into practical] shape. 
They are the most helpless class of men 1 
ever met. I have known Socialists who 
could talk for hours on a stretch in the 
most learned way (apparently) regarding 
economics and mechanics who could not 
construct a hencoop or conduct a back- 
woods town caucus to save them. 

I recall, as I write, one unique representa- 
tive of this species. Of all the impractical 
characters and irrepressible windmills in 
human form that I ever knew, he eclipsed 
the record. My husband used to call him 
the ‘ self-win ing sixteen-day~- clock.” I 
don't think the description overrated him 
in the least; rather fell short of his actual 
merits if anything, and yet this man posed 
quite successfully for years as a combina- 
tion of martyr and propagator of the So- 
cialist cause. 

While I still feel kindly toward some of 
the tenets of Socialism, I have little faith 
that it will ever amount to enscning more 
than a sort of immense reservoir for the 
reception of overproduction of wind and 
i multitudinous grievances of ne’er-do- 
wells. 

When Ben Jonson wrote of ‘My Madam 
with the everlasting voice’ he little 
dreamed of the lung possibilities in the 
male sex which Socialism was destined to 
develop in the nineteenth century.

CIVIC PRIDE IN NEW JERSEY.

To the Editor of The New York Timés: 

Permit a few remarks suggested by your 
recent article on the pecullarity of New 
Jersey as a political factor among the 
States of the Union. The opinion given by 
Tue TIMEs and The Newark Advertiser is 
that New Jersey fails to reach a consistent 
position because one-half of the State is 
filled with men whose interests are with 
New York and the other half with men 
whose interests are with Philadelphia. 

To a certain limited extent this may be 
true, but I believe there is another and 
graver reason, not always patent to the ob- 
server outside, and very seldom recognized 
by the resident of the State, and to which 
it may be well to call attention—a lack of 
civic pride. 

New Jersey, in spite of its many excel- 
lenciles, which make it in many ways one 
of the most charming States of the Hast- 
ern group, seems to be weak in that form 


of local dignity which characterizes most 
of its sister Commonwealths. Many of its 
people even appear at times to be ashamed 
of their residence there, and instances are 
not wanting in which hotel registers abroad 
bear the legend, ‘“* —— - and wife, New 
York, U. 8S. A.,”’ where rightly it should 
read, ‘'—~— —— and wife, (name of town,) 
New Jersey, U. 8, A.” This is merely a 
faint indication of the lack of civic pride 
referred to, but fit counts. You never see 
the Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, San 
Francisco, or New Orleans couple regis- 
tered that Way. 

Politically viewed, the case is worse. 
With exception of the Cities of Newark, 
Morristown, and Plainfield, and a tew 
large towns like Hackensack, Englewood, 
and Red Bank, the peopie of New Jersey 
are sadly deficient in a genuine pride in 
themselvés and their localities, while in 
matters of State pride this absence of in- 
terest becomes at times a positive apathy. 
Jersey City, the second in size ot New 
Jersey's municipalities, and the one best 
situated for superb development, since it 
has geographical advantages, seaport, and 
railroad facilities, is absolutely without a 
trace of civic pride, and has for years sub- 
mitted to a condition of things that would 
not ‘be tolerated by a self-respecting city 
for a minute. Occasional spurts of reform 
have been made there, but the results have 
been too meagre to last. The people assert 
that they haye been overridden by the 
‘octopus "’; yet it is a fact that the only 
benefits they have received in years seem 
to have been those conferred by the enemy 
of whom they complain. It certainly has 
always been in their power to regulate 
their own affairs if they wanted to do it. 
Newark has done so, simply because it has 
not been lacking.in civic pride. The condi- 
tions at Camden, which is the nearest\ city 
to Philadelphia, are similar to those in 
Jersey City, and Camden, ‘too, has no civic 

ride, It took Jersey City over twenty- 
ive years to get a public library. It now 
has one. This is the work of a very few 
men, against whom was opposed practical- 
ly the whole political power of the town. 
Streets are in bad condition, but the people 
do not mind much. The Government has 
always been that of a ring power, but it is 
seldom opposed and infrequently defeated. 
Men of the right quality are not often 
nominated for important offices, and if 
they are they are generally defeated at the 
polis through lack of genuine support from 
good citizens. The Government is nomi- 
nally that of the Democratic Party, but, 
in fact, it is more often a government of a 
combine; yet the people submit. If they 
have any pride in their city they never 
mention the subject. They even do what 
citizens of other places never do, run down 
their town and ridicule it. 

In Hoboken, Trenton, and Elizabeth the 
public pride is also low and seldom asserts 
itself. The Oranges show a different tem- 
per, but they are exceptionally excellent 
and reall pony more to New York than 
to New Sersey n sympathy and feeling, 
which is unfortunate. 

Another evidence of lack of civic pride 
in New Jersey is seen in the treatment 
of political friends. It seems to be a stand- 
ing rule in New Jersey that, politically, a 
party should forget its friends and re- 
ward its enemies. Bear in mind the fact 
that the Democratic Party of New Jersey 
onee went so far in this respect as to 
nominate and elect a Governor whose in- 
terests in the State were nothing and 
whose residence and right to hold the of- 
fice were doubtful. he Democrats of 



















Hudson County, on another oceasion, sent 
a Republican, in whom they had no in- 
terest, to Congress, defeating their own 
candidate, to whom they owed their alle- 
giance as Democrats beyond a doubt. On 
yet another occasion a prominent Repub- 
lican, whose candidacy was indorsed all 
over the State and whose service to the 
party covered a period of more than forty 
years, and againstewhom no objections 
were even suggested, was defeated out 
of a foreign mission which had been yirtu- 
ally tendered him, by certain Republicans 
who chose to favor an unknown appli- 
cant from Maine, whose claims were of no 
weight whatever. Again, a certain State 
office at Trenton became vacant. One name 
was sugpested. that of a man absolutely 
qualified to fill it. He had served the 
Republican Party over twenty years, and 
had never sought an office in his life. A 
board of seven members had the appoint- 
ing power. The backers were strong and 
reputable people. No other candidate was 
Suggested. The office was as good as prom- 
ised to the friends of the man suggested. 
The board met. Six of the members were 
Republicans, one a Democrat. The effice 
was non-partisan in character. When the 
hour arrived a small politician from Tren- 
ton was nominated, the deal was put 
through, and the Democratic member (a 
high judicial officer of the State) stood 
alone for the right man. There is a lack 
of civic pride in a bedy of citizens who will 
do things like these. They do not care 
enough for their own to stand for good 
men, good Government, and loyalty to 
those who deserve good treatment. 
Another lack of civic pride in New Jer- 
sey is shown in its journalism. I recall 
but one Independent, well-supported news- 
paper in the State. It is published in 
Newark, and New Jersey people can select 
it for themselves. With exception of this 
one, I do not believe there is to-day in 
the whole State of New Jersey a single 
live daily newspaper that has the right to 
claim the people’s confidence. And yet 
the people of New Jersey ask for nothing 
better than what they have in local jour- 
nalism and seem willing to take things as 
they are. If New Jersey had a true civic 
pride, its people would demand better jour- 
nalism throughout the State, and would 
support neither the weaklings that abound 
éverywhere, nor the servile organs that 
exist in many cities. The quality of a peo- 
ple is very much in accord with the news- 
papers of their choice. Civic pride will not 
accept a journalsm that panders to clique, 
ring, or narrow party dictation. 
- In addition to these things, New Jersey 
is still divided politieally north and south, 
and the Legislature, like the State, is rep- 
resentative of two peoples. When the time 
eomes for New Jersey to be all New Jer- 
sey, a step yn advance toward a better 
civic pride will have been made.

If violent, he 
is dangerous and troublesome; if jovial, 
he is tamiliar, and fails to observe that 
aloofness and respect toward his officer 
that rigorous military discipline demands 
at all times. It is certain that could nath- 
ing but teetotalers be enlisted, or could 
absolute, abstinence be enforced, the regu- 
lar army officers would, , 95 r cent: of 
them, be heartily in favor of it. 

This fact, if properly weighed, gives to 
the testimony of army officers the great- 
est of importance; for upon them most 
entirely fall the trouble, cnagrin, and 
possible danger of carousals su as fre- 
quently break forth when the class of 
liquor the mey get is not well regulated.

SACRAMENTS AND CREEDS. 











To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I trust you will allow me space in your 
columns for a reply to “G, H. S.,"" who 
has criticised my letter contained in your 
issue of Oct. 27.

This by no means excludes the five lesser 
sacraments, to wit: Confirmation, pérance, 
holy order,: holy matrimony, unction, 

As to my declaration that the Epi j 
Church holds the Athanasian Creed, "your 


correspondent inquires, ‘“‘ Where: in the! 
formularies of the Prayer Book is the se- 
called Athanasian Creed to be found?” 


In reply to this I would say that.it makes 
no difference whether it is found there or 
not. It is a creed held by the Chureh of 
England, and this American Church does 
not depart from the Church of England in 
any essential point of doctrine. (See pref- 
ace to Prayer Book.) 

But I will go further than this! We owe 
allegiance first to the whole Catholic 
Church of Christ. This comes before alle- 
giance to a national Church. There are 
several branches of the Catholic Church, 
which inéludes the Roman communion, the 
Greek Church, the Church of Bngiand, and 
the American Church, (misnamed Protest- 
ant Episcopal.) 

Does “G. H. 8.” think that because a 
deetrine held by the entire Church does not 
happen to be specifically mentioned in the 
Prayer Book, therefore he cannot hold it? 

As a communicant of the American 
Church I haye the same heritage of Catho- 
lic doctrine and worenip as may claimed 
by any communiecant of the one, t Cath- 
olic and Apostolic Church in any fe t of 
the world.

Cardinal Gibbons Performs the Cere- 
mony in the Presence of a Notable 
Company—President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt Present.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Adjt. Gen. Hen- 
ry C. Corbin, United States Army, and 
Miss Edythe Agnes Patten were married to- 
day at the home of Miss Patten, 2,122 Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue. Cardinal Gibons per- 
formed the ceremony. 

The scene of the ceremony was the south- 
West corner of the main drawing room, 
where the doorway from that apartment 
into the smaller room beyond served as a 


chancel-like aleove, which was adorned 
with farleyense ferns and asparagus 
plumosa, The latter delicate green hang- 


ings were caught with large clusters of the 
Most perfect specimens of white chrysan- 
themums and white ribbon, while directly 
Over the doorway rose a graceful true lov- 
er’'s knot of wide white satin ribbon built 
about a mass of chrysanthemums, which 
showed a delicate touch of pink among the 
white blooms. 

Here the bride and bridegroom stood dur- 
fine the short ceremony, the Cardinal stand- 
ing on the other side of the doorway, fac- 
ing the company.

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SUDERMANN’S NEW PLAY. 


The German Stock Company Produces 
Successfully a Gloomy Drama at 
thé Irving Place Theatre. 


Gloom and darkness, occasionally broken 
with a few glaring flashes of high lights— 
such is the atmosphere in which move the 
characters of Hermann Sudermann’s new 
drama in four acts, entitled ‘ Johannis- 
feuer,” (St. John’s Fire.) In this respect, 
therefore, the latest work of this German 
poet is not much different from. his~pre- 
vious efforts. 

There is always gloom in his dramas as 
well as in his novels, But in most of them, 
there is action as well. Things happen, 
the purposes and cross-purposes of the 
characters deyelop rapidly, the stage pict- 
ures are well focused, and their movement 
is logical, 

This same cannot be said for the play, 
which was shown for the first time in New 
York last night. The first two acts drag, 
and it is not until the third act is half over 
that the audience has been acquainted with 


all the essential facts, and a lot of unes- 
sential ones as well, which are supposed 
to have happened before the action of the 
play commences, es 

The third and fourth acts are strong 
from a theatrical voint of view, and they 
are built up with eVery trick and device 
of a cleyer dramatist But from the stand- 
point of reason, of ‘truth, and of proba- 
bility, they are weak. It must, therefore, 
be Stated (if with regret) that Herr Suder- 
mann’s latest drama does not approximate 
the standard of those works that first 
brought him into notice and fame. 

The story of the play concerns itself with 
the affairs of a well-to-do squire’s family in 
the Polish provinces of Prussia. The daugh- 
ter of a poor liquor-enslaved peasant wo- 
man has been adopted by a landed country 
gentleman. She grows up as a daughter of 
his house by the side of his real daughter. 

The Squire’s nephew, who has lost his 
father, is educated in the same house until 
his uncle and benefactor reproaches him 
with his father’s dishonor. Then he leaves 
to return after many years. He falls in 
love with the adopted daughter. 

She having discovered her lowly origin 
discourages ‘his advances. He mistakes her 
coldness, and four years later becomes 
engaged to his uncle’s real daughter. The 
play opens a few days before the wedding. 


The adopted daughter by chance reads the 
young bridegroom's diary, and discovers 
that he once loved her. 


Then the groom also by a convenient ac- 
cident discovers that she loves him. These 
mutual discoveries lead up to an ardent 
love scene on the eve of the day named for 
St. John. The day-after is the wedding 
day, and on the morning of this day the 
guilty lovers decide to renounce their re- 
lations to the family, that has so far been 
everything to them, and then to go out 
into the wide world. Their sense of duty to 
their benefactors prevails, however, and in- 
stead the adopted daughter decides ‘to leave 
the house alone rather than be an impedi- 
ment to the consummation of her sister's 
happiness. 

In the telling of this plot Herr Suder- 
mann has employed a great many uffneces- 
sary scenes and incidents, to point-out all 
of which would lead too far, Suffice it to 
say that the scene between the adopted 
daughter and her real mother is dragged 
in without apparent neeessity, and that the 
quarrel between the Squire and his nephew 
is picked for no puspote other than to tell 
a few immaterial details and to ‘‘ make”’ 
action perforce. 

The performance of *this play was in 
accord with the high standard set by Mr. 
Heinrich Cénried for his players. It is a 
pleasure to say that in the character of the 
adopted.daughter Hedwig Lange has found 
a congenial part, which shg plays admira- 

y: 

Otto Ottbert, as the nephew, added an- 
other masterpiece to his many excellent im- 
personations, Otto Reimann, as the Squire, 
presented a delightful study of a German 
country gentleman. The lines of this part 
are interlarded to excess with expressions 
of the stable and the guardroom in accord- 
ance with the author's theories of realiam. 

Mr. Reimann deseryes the highest praise 
for his artistie use of these words, which 
took away much of their offensiveness and 
none of their strength, . 

Hermine Warna, Adolf Zimmermann, 
and Heinrich Habrich contributed some 
clever “character studies, Hedwig von Os- 
termann was excellent as the tetrothed 
daughter.

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EX-CAPT. CARTER WILL 
GET ANOTHER CHANCE 


Civil Court to Hear Testimony Upon 
Which He Was Convicted, 








Government, to Get Decision in Its 
Suits, Agrees to Give Carter an 
Opportunity for Vindication, 





CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—Oberlin M. Carter, 
now a convict in the Federal prison at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., and once a Captain in 
the Engineer Corps, is to have an oppor- 
tunity to be heard in a civil court upon the 
matters which led to his conviction by 
court-martial. He now has the assurance 
of the Government authorities that all the 
evidence is to be reviewed before Judge 
Kohisaat in the United States Cireuit Court 
in this city, the hearing to take place, prob- 
ably, within a few months. Carter will be 
called on as a witness in his own behalf, 
and for the purpose of testifying in court 
he will be released temporarily from his 
place of confinement. 

All the evidence which was heard by the 


court-martial will be gone into exhaustive-’ 
ly, but even if the court should find for 
the ex-Captain in the civil suit it will, 
while acting as a moral vindication, have 
no effect upon*the finding of the court- 
martial, unless, as @ consequence of ‘such 
moral vindication the President exercises 
his power of pardon. 

This action is the result of the suits 
brougM by the Government some months 
ago in several Federal courts, for the pur- 

se of recovering $722,582, which, it was 
proved at the court-martial, Carter had 
ombesnied from the United States. His 
uncle, Lorenzo D. Carter, and his brother, 
1. Stanton Carter, were said to have rein- 
vested this money and secreted it for the 
purpose of having a fortune ready for the 
army officer upon his release from the 
military prison. 

Diffieulties were encountered | the rep- 
resentatives of the Government in getting 
trace of the securities which were said to 
represent this amount, and at last they 
signed an agreement with Carfter’s legal 
representative, Horace G, Stone, by which 
a review of all the evidence against the 
ex-Captain- of Engineers was made possi- 
ble. his agreement was filed in the 
United States Circuit Court to-day, signed 
by Marion Erwin, Special Assistant Attor- 
ney General for the United States, and Mr. 
Stone for Carter, his brother, and his uncle. 

The principal provision made in the stip- 

ulation is that the issues in all the similar 
suits now pending in the Federal courts 
of New York, New Jersey, Georgia, West 
Virginia, and the Southern District of Ill- 
inois shall be united with the case in the 
Federal. court at Chicago. The examina- 
tion of witnesses is to be held there, either 
before Judge Kohlsaat or a Master in 
Chancery to be named by him, After a 
full examination the ownership of the bonds 
and other securities of Carter, which the 
Government claims as its prpperty, will 
be determined by the court. ‘The decision 
in this court will affect the standing of 
the cases in all the other courts similarly. 
* Pending a decision in this central case, 
the property held in the name of Carter's 
relativef% which has been impounded 
through receiverships in the various courts 
will remain intact, The amount impounded 
up to date is said: to be nearly 500,000, 
Other bonds in the possession of Carter's 
relatives will be turned over to the eustody 
of the court temporarily by agreement. 

When the case shall be disposed of final- 
ly these valuable assets will become either 
the property of the Government or of Car- 
ter. So confident is Carter of final vin- 
dication that he cheerfully joined in this 
agreement with the Government's ies 
sentative. He told his relatives and his 
lawyer to turn over to the courts at once 
the property in dispute, and on the court’s 
decision he will base his chance of being 
a pauper or a rich man when_he shall be 
outside the prison gates. Mr. Stone visited 
Carter at Fort Leavenworth a few. days 
ago. He says his client knew nothing of 
the arrangements that were being made, 
but when the papers of agreement were 
shown to him he almost cried for joy. 

‘*T will be vindicated,” he said. ‘' The 
public will have the chance of learning of 
the wrong that has been done me. It will 
be shown where the court-martial erred, 
I place my faith in the civil courts.”

Mr. Kieckhoff was the author of a work 
on German immigration entitled ‘‘ The Ger- 
man in America.”’ He is suryiyed by his 
widow and daughter of 854 West End Ave- 
nue and a son living in San Francisco.

Yale and Princeton are apparently mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to stir up enthusiasm 
for their football elevens. Each univer- 
sity held a-mass meeting last night, and 
‘gppeeches were made by former graduates 
and football players urging hearty support 
of the elevens, and, also calling upon the 
undergraduates to march to the fields in 
bodies, so as to encourage the players with 
cheers. Yale did this a year ago, and there 
is every reason to believe she will do it 
again this year. Princeton intends to be- 
gin at once, and to keep it up until after 
the Yale game. 

A. spring board has been added to the 
Princeton football paraphernalia, and this 
is to be used to develop charging ability 
in the linemen, who are to be sent against 
i, in ah effort to overcome the resistance 
afforded by the spring. The scrimmage 
practice at Princeton yesterday was most 
discouraging, and the scrub using West 
Point formations carried the ball from the 
centre of the field over the goal line. 
The work given Columbia yesterday was 
light. Experiments were tried at Yale, 
and the eleven in consequence was shifted 


quite frequently during the practice, one 
encouraging feature of which was the 
punting of McClintock. 

Harvard played Food football on defense 
yesterday,“most of the work being of this 
eharacter. On the offense the eleven 
showed up just as strongly, the backs doing 
excellent work in straight line plunges. 

Columbia's football team spent most of 
the practice time on South Field yesterday 
running through signals. No hard work 
was attempted, as the team has played two 
hard games within a week. The men, how- 
éver, are in the best of shape,’ considering 
things, and went through their work yes- 
terday with snap to spare. Smith is the 
only player who seems fo have suffered as 
a result of these games, which is a_fairly 
good record in view of the fact that Colum- 
bia has lost at least one good man in most 
of the games played so’far. All of Colum- 
bia’s tackles have been injured at one time 
or another, and three are out of the game 
at present.

NORTHERN PACIFIC 
SETTLEMENT PLAN. 


Organization of a Steckholding Com- 
pany Agreed Upon. 

The main points in the settlement of the 
Northern Pacific have at last been agreed 
upon.

Buoyancy such as has not often been 
seen since the May panic developed in the 
stock market yesterday under the stimu- 
lus of very heavy buying by the largest 
financial interests in the Street, these 
purchases, once their source traced, he- 
ing promptly followed by not a few pur- 
chases by theeprofessional element, who 
for thes most part have lately been es- 
pousing the short side.

IRON AND STEEL TRADES. 


Discussing the condition of the fron and } road’ extend 


steel trades The Iron Age will to-day say: 


The strength of the situation in the iron and 
steel trades is indicated by a number of facts. 
The steel works of the country in the month 
just ended have broken all records of production, 
yet their output falls short of the demand. Steel 
consumers in notable instances are in distress 
because they cannot obtain a sufficient supply 
of billets to. meet their current requirements. 
We may be obliged to import billets to a consid- 
erable extent until either the consumption dimin- 
ishes or new stee]-works now under construction 
get into operation. That the demand for pig irqn 
is also outrunning the current production is shown 
by the steady diminution of stocks at the _ fur- 
naces. The stock held by the leading prodycer 
of foundry pig tron has been depleted more than 
half since July 1, the reduction in October having 
been greater than {n any of the preceding months. 
Other producers report a similar experience. The 
opening days of November have brought no ‘tid- 
ings of a falling off in the demand for pig iron, 
but on the contrary the tonnage being daily 
booked is ap to the October average. 

When Southern gray forge pig iron is being 
sold in round quantities for shipment to Youzgs~ 
town it indicates a significant shortage in tiat 
locality. The difficulty in securing coke because 
of a shortage of cars or insufficiency of loco- 
motives is now affecting blast furnaces so near 
the great coke region as the Mahoning and She- 
nango Valleys. 
however, that the situation of these furnaces is 
as serious as reported in the daily papers. Stren- 
uous efforts will certainly be made to overcome 
such a difficulty. Nevertheless, it is obvious

Prices are generally stationary, although it is 
believed that advances could easily be made and 
maintained on a number of products now in heayy 
demand. Makers, however, especially the largest, 
appear to be of the opinion that, while the mar- 
ket might bear some advance, yet it would not be 
wise to take a stép which might check consump- 
tion or cause projects to be deferred that will 
readily be undertaken on the present basis of 
costs. The only direction in which any tendency 
toward lower prices is observed is in wire nails. 
The decline is sufficient in connection with the 
high cost of steel to cause the smali manufact- 
urers to begin to drop out of the race. 

Heavy transactions in both Bessemer and basic 
pig tron have occurred in Eastern markets. e 
consumer is understood to have bought 25,000 
tons. The demand for heavy melting steel scrap 
ig in excess of the home supply, and fisures are 
being made for importation.

JUSTICE JEROME 
WILL SHAKE THEM IP 


Says There Will Be Changes in 
District Attorney’s Office. 


James W. Osborne May Not Be Re- 
tained—Mr. Jerome Explains His 


Policy for the Future.

The little Lakeville 
telegraph office was completely swamped 
with innumerable telegrams of congratu- 
lation from well-wishers all over the State 
and country. The Justice when asked to 
discuss his policy after taking office, and 
when questioned regarding what changes 
he would make in his staff, declined to go 
into the matter specifically. 

** What will be your first official act?” 
he was asked. 

“T’ll have to let my actions speak for 
themselves,” he replied, smiling. 

“You will, of ¢ourse, make 
changes? ”’ 

“There isn’t the shadow of a doubt that 
there will be a big shake-up in the office 
force,”” was the grim reply.

Thomas Kelley, thirty-eight years old, is 
lying in the Eastern District Hospital, 
Brooklyn, in a critical condition as a re- 
sult of burns from carbolic acid. Should 
he recover, the physicians say he will be 
blind. The acid was thrown into the man’s 
face by his wife, who escaped, and is be- 
lieved by the police to have committed 
suicide by drowning. 

Kelley is an engineer in the employ of 
the Borough Construction Company. The 
motive for the act of Mrs. Kelley is un- 
known, although it is believed to have been 
due to jealousy. Mrs. Kelley, a trainea 
nurse, had been attending a patient in 


Hope Street for two weeks. After supper 
Tuesday night the two talked about the 
election and Kelley left the house shortly 
afterward to watch the election returns. 

It was after midnight when Kelley re- 
turned home. He found his wife sitting on 


the stoop. A heavy shawl covered her 
shoulders.

Mrs. Kelley made no response, but throw- 
ing back her shawl and without warning 
dashed the acid which she had concealed 
into her husband’s face. Kelley sank to 
the sidewalk with a ery of pain. The wo- 
man sprinkled the acid that remained in 
the bottle over him and then ran away. 
She went in the direction of the Hast River. 

Kelley got upon his feet and, shouting for 
help, held onto the iron railing of the fence. 
His cries were heard by a policeman, who 
hurried toward him and seeing his condi- 
tion sent a call to the hospital.. When the 
surgeon arrived he said Kelley’s eyesight 

was destroyed, and that his condition was 
serious. 

The police of the Bedford Avenue Station 
were notified. and several] officers were 
detailed on the case. Up to a late hour 
last night they had been unable to find the 
woman. 


EDWARD S. STOKES’S WILL. 


Leaves His Estate to His Brother, Sis- 
ter, and Cousin, W. E. D. Stokes. 


The will of Edward S. Stokes, who died 
last Saturday, was filed with the probate 
clerk of the Surrogates’ office yesterday. 
The will was executed in 1831 and leaves 
Mr. Stokes’s entire estate to his executor, 
the testator’s cousin, W. E. D. Stokes, in 
trust to be disposed of under his direction. 

The will first provides for three bequests 
of $2,000 each. One to Nancy Stokes, Mr. 
Stokes’s mother; one to his brother, Hor- 
ace, and one to his sister, Mary J. Mac- 
Nutt. The residuary estate is divided 
into two shares. The income of one share 
for life is left to the sister and the income 
of the other to the brother. The will then 
provides that if the sister and brother both 
die without leaving any. children the resid- 
uary estate shall revert to the executor, 
W. E. D. Stokes. 

The executor is not required to give any 
bond and can associate with him any trust 
company within his discretion, wr, if he so 
desires, substitute for himself a trust com-. 
pany. The testator says that he gives this 
power to his cousin because of his trust 
and confidence in his fidelity and discre- 
tion. The will then goes on to say: 

“As I am not married and have no chil- 
dren, I have made this disposition of my 
property to my mother and my only brcth- 
er and only sister according to my own 
judgment and in such manner as I deter- 
mined to be be best for their interests and 
welfare.’’ 

The will was written entirely by hand, 
and apparently blank spaces were lIeft 
where names and amounts are inserted 
and then filled in by the testator. In addi- 
tion to the $2,000 bequest to his mother, 
Mr. Stokes provides that $500 should be 
paid to her every month so leng as she 
lived. Mr. Stokes’s mother is now dead so 
that the provisions made for her will be- 
come merged in the residuary cstaté. 

John Delahanty, counsel for Rose F. Bar- 
clay, who has lately declared that she was 
the wife of Mr. Stokes,when questioned ves- 
terday about a possible contention of the 
will, declined to be interviewed. It was 
learned, however, from a lawyer clesely 
connected with Miss Barclay’s tabeneute 
that there would be no contest of the will 
on her part. Bot the brother und sister of 
Mr. Stokes are childless.

COL. AMMON. A WITNESS. 


Says He Would Tell “ Lawyers’ Quib- 
bles,” but Not an Untruth. 


Col. Robert A. Ammon was the witness 
of the day before Referee John Straley 
yesterday in the inquiry into the assets of 


the defunct brokerage firm of Seymour, of 
Seymour, Johnson & Co., with which Goslin 


and Miller of Franklin Syndicate fame were 
closely identified. It is hoped that the 
hearings will reveal where a considerable 
portion of the syndicate’s stealings went. 


The proceedings were held at 257 Broad- 
way. Col, Ammon testified that he had 
maintained constant communication with 


Miller, who fled to Montreal after the col- 
lapse of the concern, but he could not re- 


member the purport of the messages which 
passed, 


Although Col. Ammon asserts that Miller 
had ordered the Wells, Fargo & Co. Bank 
to transfer $100,000 he had on deposit to 
Col. Ammon’s account, it b pw shown that 
Ammon had drawn a check for that 
amount, which had been deposited to the 
account of Mrs. Ammon. 

The fact that the date of the document 
in which the brokerage firm assigned its 
seat on the Stock Exchange was written 
in different k from the rest of the in- 
strument w accounted for by-Col. Am- 
mon, who said that the other ink had been 
used up. He admitted that he might have 
agreed with Seymour that he would sive 
the firm 5 per cent. of the money he 
from Goslin if they dealt honestly with 

m 

“But I cannot recall,’ he said, ‘‘ I thought 
the ‘ little fellow’ threw it into them a: bit 
too hard. I like to be good to everybody.”’ 
Those present laughed at this, for Col. 
Ammon is said to live in fine style on 
Staten Island, while those connected with 
him in the deal find it difficult to exist 
from day to day. Col. Ammon said he had 
put the brokerage firm into involuntary 
bankruptcy because he did not think they 
could survive their difficulties, as he un- 
derstood them. 

In response to the referee’s question, Col. 
Ammon said that, while he was willing to 
tell what he called “ lawyers’ -quibbles,”’ 
he would never tell anything that was not 
true. This distinction also caused merri- 
ment, He testified that’ Goslin had admit- 
ted to him on May 28 that he had stolen 
$31,000, and he said he had heard that Gos- 
lin discouraged Seymour from telling him 
that the firm was involved by saying that 
if he knew it, Col. Ammon would kill the 
whole crowd. 


POLICEMAN SAVES TWO MEN. 


They Were Drowning in East River 
“When He Rescued Them—One 
of Them Dies. 


Two drowning men, snatched from the 
East River soon after midnight Tuesday, 
swell the record as a life saver of Police- 
man Davis Brown of the Old Slip Police 
Station. Brown had just been. relieved 
from duty at his station jhouse at 1 o'clock 
and was on his way down South Street to 
the Battery to take an elevated train for 
home when he heard cries for help coming 


from the aged watchman at Pier 7. 

He. found the old man running up and 
down the pier with his lantern, crying: “ 
can't jump in there. You jump in and get 
him.” Peering over the stringplece, the 
policeman saw a man’s white facé. above 
the water. Throwing off his coat and hel- 
met, he leaped from the pier to a small 
float tied up to it, which would bring him 
a little nearer, and then ran to the end and 
dove straight out into the black water. 

Then for the first time did he see that 
there were two men, and that one was try- 
ing to save the other. He seized the ab&so- 
lutely helpless one; who proved to be 
Charles Norton, thirty-years old, a boat- 
man of 10 South Street, and brought him 
to the raft, but the man's stiffened fingers 
would not clutch the edge and Brown had 
a hard struggle to lift him to safety. He 
then swam out after the other, William 
Schick of 10 South Street, of the same age 
and business as his companion. He had by 
luis time lost consciousness, and the tide 
swept him under the float as the police- 
man struggled to reach him. Brown went 
under the float after him and caught him 
deep down in the water. 

Help had arrived by this time in response 
to the watchman’'s continued cries, and the 
men and their rescuer were _ speedily 
brought up to the pier. The pair were still 
alive, and an ambulance was sent for to 
take them to the Hudson/Street Hospital. 
Dr. Corwin, who came with it, hurried them 

back with him, but Schick died on the way. 
Norton revived. Brown went to the station 
house and changed his clothes and resumed 
his interrupted journey after a brief rest. 


DESTROYED ALL HIS FURNITURE

Faith, once a resident of Upper Montclair, 
and now said to be living in New York, 
came here yesterday and destroyed all that 
remained of the home which was broken 
up seven years ago.

COOKING RANGE INVENTOR DEAD 


Josiah M. Read Expires at the Age 
of Ninety-two.

BOSTON, Nov. 6.—Josiah M. Read of 
Everett, who is said to have invented the 
first cooking range in 1846, died at his 
home, tn that city, to-day, aged ninety-two. 
He had been an invalid for several years. 
Death resulted from old age. Mr. Read 
was born in Sandwich, N. H,, his parents 
being Jonah and Mary Forbes Read. He 
lived till nineteen years of age in Sand- 
wich, .when: he; went to Rockland, Mass., 
and engaged in the wheelwright business. 

In 1839 he came to Boston and began 
the manufacture of stoves on Blackstone 
Street, where he remained until 1888, when 
he retired from business at the age of 
eighty years. He,represnted his district in 
the General Court in 1861, 1862, and 1863, 
and had been known for more than a half- 
century as one of the best-known and 
most progressive men in Boston.

AUTHORITY OF AGENT MAY BE IMPLIED.— 
Hamilton H. Salmon, who, in 1896, owned 
several houses in the upper part of the 
city, employed Frank Yoran as agent to 
collect the rents. According to the custom 
of agents, Yoran made out written state- 
ments every month to his principal showing 
the amounts of rent collected, the commis- 
sion for collection, and the repairs to the 
houses, and after deducting these a check 


was made out by Yoran for the balance to 
the individual name of Mr: Salmon, who 
deposited it in the bank. Between Janu- 
ary.and March, 1806, hares gave orders to 
Patrick F. Dickenson, lumber, for re- 

airs on three houses on eventy-first and 

ighty-fifth Streets. Salmon: refused to 

ay the bill of about $150, claiming Yoran | 
4 no authority to give the order. 

In Dickenson's suit in the City Court for 
the money Salmon’s defense was that 
Yoran had no authority to give an order 
binding him. An affirmance by the Gen- 
eral Term of the City Court of a judgment 
on a verdict in favor of the plaintiff has 
now been sustained by the Appellate Term 
of. the Supreme Court. Justice McAdam, 

iving the opinion, held that the fact that 
Scimon never at any time objected that 
the checks were not properly made up or 
that Yoran had ho authority to contract 
bills for repairs was sufficient to require a 
submission of the question of agency and 
eaten y to the jury, authority being often 

lied from the recognition of the princi- 

rs or his acquiescence in the acts of the 

agent. George F. Langbein was counsel for 

‘the plaintiff and Méssrs. Johnston & John- 
ston represented the defendant appellant. 


SURRENDER OF PREMISES BY TENANT.— 
Jacob Rothschild, an owner of an eight- 
story building, leased the ground floor to 
be occupied by Steefel Brothers as a cloth- 
ing store, and retained possession and con- 
trol of the other portions of the builuing 
During the term of the lease the municipal 
authorities notified the Steefels that the 
building “was “in a dangerous condition, 
and commenced an action against the 
owner, which resulted in the condemnation 


and destruction of the building. While this 
suit was in progress the municipal authori- 
ties, in order to make the buildin ng sate for 
the public, took steps which destroyed its 
usefulness for the purposes of the ‘essces. 
The Steefels accordingly removed their 
eods and surrendered e possession of 
premises to the owner, who accepted 
aon” surrender. The. Steefels, claiming that 
they had suffered great damage by being 
compelled to remove,-brought an action 
gainet Rothsehild and secured a verdict 
n their favor. The judgment has now been 
versed by the Second Appellate Division, 
' the court holding that the Steefels having 
voluntarily surrendered the lease, and hav- 
ing accepted the benefits of such surrender, 
they could not recover from the owner the 
Sartages, whieh they sustained in copse- 
Gente of the necessity ‘of removing their 
goods to another store. 
Justice Woodward, for the court, says:
